A  YOUNG  CANADIAN'S  UNTIMELY  DEATH 


Drunken  Ruffian  Friends  of  Cleveland 

Kill  an  Inoffensive  Admirer 

of  Oen.  Harrison. 


Chicaoo,  Nov.  5.— Frank  Day,  a  young 
CHUrtdian  was  stabbed  and  killed  at  the 
corner  of  Clark  and  Jackson  street  at  mid- 
night by  an  unknown  man  who  is  still  at 
large.  Day  with  two  friends  was  on  his 
way  to  the  Polk  street  depot.  Just  before 
they  reached  Jackson  street  they  ware  met 
by  another  party  of  three.  All  were  more 
or  less  intoxicated.  As  they  passed  the 
strangers  shouted: 

"Hurrah  for  Cleveland,"  Day  turned 
around  and  shouted  back  in  a  spirit  of  fun 
"What's  the  matter  with  Harrison?"  The 
strangers  immediately  assaulted  him  and 
(teveral  blows  were  struck.  A  moment  later 
one  of  the  strangers  plunged  a  dirk  knife 
into  Day's  heart  and  the  latter  sunk  to 
the  pavement  with  a  groan.  The  assassin 
and  one  of  his  companions  started  off  on 
a  run.  but  the  other  remained  standing  on 
the  spot  until  the  police  arrived.  Day's 
friends  seized  and  held  him  until  the  officer 
came.  He  proved  to  be  William  H.  War- 
der, an  engineer  in  the  government  build- 
ing. Warder  pretended,  when  questioned 
regarding  the  affair,  to  be  drunk,  and  de- 
clared that  he  knew  nothing  about  it.  He 
in^i.sted  that  he  did  not  know  who  the  men 
were  with  him.  The  deceased  is  38  years 
old  and  unmarried,  and  has  been  only  six 
months  in  this  country.  His  people  live  in 
Toronto.

A  FRENCH  FIEND. 


A.  VUlalii  Finally  Broaght  to  Acoount  for 
Uia  Many  Crimes. 

i'AKis,  Nov.  5.— About  all  France  will 
watch  the  outcome  of  the  trial  of  Prado, 
the  robber  and  assassin,  which  commenced 
today  at  the  Seine  assise,  better  known  as 
the  Count  Sinska  de  Castillion,  highly 
polished  in  manners,  magnificently  edu- 
cated and  with  winning  ways,  his  record 
proves  him  to  he  a  demon  in  disguise.  He 
has  seduced  more  than  a  dozen  young  girls 
of  noble  family.  He  poisoned  his  first 
wife  who  had  been  a  sister  of  charity  and 
who  was  a  near  relative  of  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk.  His  second  wife,  a  Brazilian 
lieauty,  died  suddenly,  so  did  his  third. 
With  all  he  had  large  fortunes  and  his 
fourth  wife,  a  Spanish  countess,  brought 
him  a  dowry  of  170,000  francs.  She  is 
now  living  in  a  garret  in  Berlin.  Prado  is 
on  trial  for  the  sensational  murder  of 
Marie  Agnetant  on  Jan.  14,  1886,  when 
she  was  found  in  her  apartment  by  her 
husband  with  her  head  severed  from  her 
body.  Robbery  was  the  motive  for  the 
crime,  and  the  evidence  against  Prado  is 
irrefutable.  He  escaped  from  France,  se- 
duced in  London  the  daughter  of  a 
duchess,  returned  to  Paris  in  disguise, 
robbed  a  jeweler  of  10,000,  swindled 
a  stock-broker  of  160,000  francs,  was  ar- 
rtsteil,  recognized  and  indicted  for  the 
murder  and  subsequent  crimes.  He  is 
well-known  in  New  York,  which  city  he  fre- 
quently visitod.  The  trial  will  last  a  week, 
and  Prado  says  that  he  will  trip  up 
accusers.

Purau  *nt  to  the  law  of  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota, massed  at  the  25th  session  of  the 
state  legislature  as  published  below,  I,J.B. 
Sutphin  mayor  of  the  City  of  Duiuth,  do 
hereby  proclaim  that  on  Tuesday  the  6th 
day  of  5  bvember,  1888  being  the  day  de- 
signated by  law  for  the  general  election  of 
national,  state  and  county  officers,  the  fol- 
lowing I  iw  must  l>e  enforced  and  carried 
into  effe  ;t  to  the  letter. 

Sec.  70,  Chap  4,  General  laws  of  1887. — 
''No  spi 'ituous,  malt,  or  intoxicating  liq- 
uor shall  be  sold  or  given  away,  nor  shall

file  Genealogy  of  the  Patrtarohs — Mon. 
strooB  Hygleolo  Superstitions  of  tbe 
Middle  Ages— Keeping  Disease  at  Bay, 
A  Hint  to  Brain  Workers. 

The  biologist  Bichat,  whose  institutloos  so 
marvelously  anticipated  the  conclusions  ot  a 
later  science,  held  that  the  normal  longevity 
of  onr  race  should  be  an  average  of  ninety- 
aiz  years,  basing  his  inference  on  the  fact 
that  the  life  term  of  all  known  mammals 
exceeds  at  least  six  times  the  period  of  their 
growth.  A  dog,  growing  for  three  years, 
may  live  to  eighteen  or  twenty.  A  horse, 
growing  for  four  or  five,  attains,  and  often 
exceeds,  an  age  of  thirty  years.  A  camel, 
growing  t-n  ice  as  slowly,  may  live  to  forty 
years  and  upward.  An  elephant,  even  in 
captivity,  does  not  attain  its  full  gro-wtb  be- 
fore Its  fifteenth  year,  and  In  India  often 
outlives  two  masters.  Some  of  the  larg^ 
quadruro:i!ia,  likewise,  grow  very  slowly; 
several  v;i:-ieties  of  baboons,  for  instance,  do 
not  aci),  '■  the  characteristics  of  maturity 
before  i.i  ■  i -.-ginninirof  their  teens;  and  the 
naturalibt  Brehm  mentions  a  male  cacma 
who,  after  becoming  the  patriarch  of  his 
tribe,  raided  the  durra  fields  of  tbe  Zulu  vil- 
lages for  nearly  thirty  years  before  he  met 
his  Waterloo  in  a  flght  with  the  ontraged 
natives. 

The  males  of  oar  own  species  grow  for  at 
least  sixteen  years,  but  less  than  one-third 
reach  even  the  threefold  multiple  of  that  age, 
and  hardly  one  in  800  the  normal  sixfold. 
Attention  has  also  to  be  called  to  the  ciroum- 
Btance  that,  whether  the  years  vl  Genesis 
may  have  been  solar  years,  moons  or  sea- 
sons, the  genealogy  of  the  patriarchs  records 
a  steady  decrease  of  longevity,  since  the 
author  of  that  record  can  hardly  be  supposed 
to  have  used,  within  the  same  chapter,  two 
or  three  different  units  of  computation. 

Besides,  there  is  an  a  priori  probability 
that  the  average  duration  of  our  life  term 
must  have  been  shortened  by  those  three 
billion  tons  of  virulent  stimulants,  which, 
according  to  Dr.  Schrodt's  estimate,  have 
con-vulsed  the  viscera  of  mankind  since  the 
invention  of  alcoholic  beverages,  not  to 
mention  narcotic  drinks,  tobaxTCo,  made 
dishes,  premature  marriages,  Indoor  life, 
sedentary  occupations,  high  pressure  schools, 
sleepless  nights,  and  all  the  fracas,  fret  and 
faiMory  smoke  of  modem  aity  life.  There  Is 
no  doubt  that  the  average  of  longevity  has 
slightly  increased  since  science  has  liegun  to 
iispei  the  monstrous  hygienic  superstitlot^s 
of  the  middle  ages,  but  it  is  equally  certain 
that  those  superstitions  enormously  decreased 
the  average  life  term  of  earlier  generationa. 

COKDUCIVB  TO  LOKGICVITT; 

Mental  activity,  under  tbe  Etimulos  of  a 
fierce  competition,  is  not  specially  conducive 
to  length  of  life,  yet  a  surprislug  number  of 
Greoian  statesmen,  p<:>et8  and  philosophers 
were  octogenarians.  The  son  of  the  south 
did  not  prevent  the  jwsslonate.  though  die- 
teticaliy  temperate,  Saracens  of  Bagdad  and 
Oordova  from  reachiiig  an  age  which  their 
Trinitarian  contemporaries  often  ascribed  to 
the  machinations  of  wl  tchcraft.  Yet  neither 
the  Greeks  nor  the  Morlsooes  were  distin- 
guished for  the  practice  of  the  ascetic  vir- 
tues. They  loved  life  for  its  o-wn  sake,  and 
saw  nothing  meritorious  in  gratuitous  self 
denials. 

Physical  cxensise,  out  door  sports,  absence 
from  toxic  stimulants  and  premature  incon- 
tinence, frugality  in  tbe  original  sense  that 
Implied  a  predilection  for  a  mainly  vegetable 
diet,  and  tbe  love  of  mirth  and  harmless 
recreations,  generally  sufQce  to  keep  disease 
at  bay,  though  there  is  also  a  deep  signifl- 
oance  in  Goethe's  remark,  that  perfect  health 
of  mind  and  body  dependis  upon  the  reg^ular, 
though  not  necessarily  exclusive,  porsoit  of 
some  practical  occupation.  Brain  workers, 
he  thought,  should  rollow  some  mechanical 
by-trade,  and  counteract  the  one  sided  ten- 
dencies of  their  study  by  mechanical  labor — 
say,  in  an  amateur  carpenter  shop,  or  a  pri- 
vate smithy,  a  la  B,  J.  Burritt;  or,  tietter 
yet,  on  a  little  farm,  with  a  bit  of  live  stock 
and  a  thriving  orchard. 

Disappointment,  oft  repeated,  tmdemilnes 
health  as  effectually  as  protracted  physical 
pain,  and  for  the  worry  of  the  vexations 
mcident  to  the  complex  and  precarious  pur- 
suits of  modem  civilization  there  is,  in- 
deed, no  better  speciflo  than  the  peace  of 
a  rustic  garden  homo,  Xenophon's  himt- 
tog  lodge,  Felix  Sylla's  cabbage  garden, 
Erasmus'  green  house,  the  patriarch  of 
Femey's  home  made  Eden,  with  its 
pear  tree  nurseries  and  refugee  settlement, 
aod  even  the  woodlands  and  wood  piles  01 
Ba-wardou,  may  tiave  enabled  their  proprie- 
tors to  outlive  the  rancor  of  their  enemies, 
and  In  all  scctilar  pursuits  the  art  of  survival 
Is  a  chief  secret  of  success. — Felix  L.  Oswald 
in  The  Forum.

MlClit  Have  Been— laflnenoas  WhMk 
Modil>  Our  Lanfaagre. 

In  a  recently  published  work.  Rev.  Dr. 
Skeate,  author  of  the  only  etymological  dlo- 
tlonary  of  tbe  English  language  that  haa 
any  permanent  B<^ientific  value,  dec^lares  that 
the  whole  clmraftcr  of  the  language  now 
spoken  in  England  and  North  America 
might  have  been  changed  if  London  had  been 
founded  iinrth  instead  of  south  of  tha 
Thames. 

The  statement  will  not  seem  so  strange 
when  we  recall  the  fact  that  London  was  the 
center  of  "literary  English"  during  the  form- 
ative perio<l  of  what  may  be  called  the 
modem  luugiiago.  Before  the  beginning  of 
that  period,  the  dialects  spoken  north  of  the 
Thames,  and  now  divided  by  students  of 
EnijlUh  Into  "Northern"  and  "Midland,"  dif- 
fered wadely  from  tho  dialect  of  southern 
England— a  dialect  which  became  "literary 
English"  even  before  King  Alfred's  time,  tt 
is  now  generally  known  as  "Anglo-Saxon," 
and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  fragments, 
glosses  and  Inscriptions,  the  entire  remains 
of  English  literature  up  to  the  time  of  the 
Norman  conquest  are  written  in  it 

These  three  dialects  of  spoken  English  have 
been  greatly  niultiplieil  since  the  EngUab 
stock  has  been  scattered  over  the  world,  and 
in  spite  of  printing  and  rules  of  prontmcla- 
tlon  this  multiplication  must  go  on.  The 
laws  of  languages,  so  far  as  they  have  been 
oUserved,  seem  to  make  it  impossible  that  the 
same  lang^uage  should  lie  spoken  In  oiu*  terri- 
tory of  AUiska  and  in  the  English  provlnoMof 
Australia.  From  Alaska  to  the  tropics,  from 
the  tropics  to  the  South  Pole,  written  Eng- 
lish is  the  same  language,  but  the  real  lan- 
guage is  the  spoken  sound,  not  the  written 
symbol  Subjected  to  different  Infltiences  of 
locality  and  ciimato,  the  language  adapts  It- 
self to  them.  The  same  written  English 
word  will  convey  the  idea  to  tbe  brain  of 
tbe  Englishman  in  Calcutta  that  it  does  to 
tho  American  in  Sitka,  but  if  our  colony  tn 
Sitka  bxiomes  a  permanent  American  settle- 
ment oJid  Calcutta  remains  under  English 
control  long  enough  to  develop  an  English 
stock  native  to  India  through  a  dozen  gener- 
ati<3as,  the  written  symbol  will  stand  for 
widely  different  sounds.  This  la  a  probabil- 
ity so  strong  that  It  may  almost  be  stated 
■without  qualification. 

The  difference  lietween  the  language  as  It 
ispronouucod  by  educated  men  in  London, 
New  York  and  New  Orleans  is  alceadv  so 
plain  as  to  enable  the  Londoner,  the  New 
Yorker  and  t'  -^  native  of  Now  Orleans  to  de- 
teot  each  other  at  once— something  that 
could  not  he  prevented  by  any  amount  of 
study  they  might  mutually  devote  to  tho 
same  dictionary  rules.— St   Louis  Bepdblia

At  the  Couifregiilioiiul  uhurch  la^t  even 
iun.  Rat.  E.  M.  Noyes  preached  upon  some 
pbaaefi  of   the    present    political  situation 
and  its  lesson?.  .  "tho  text  wan  John:  19;  12 
"If  thoQ  let  this  man  go,  thou  are   not  Ciie- 
oar's  friend.''     By  the  way  of  introdactiou, 
extraotK  were  read  from  a  sermon   on    the 
?amo  text,  preached    by  the    famous    Dr. 
Burthnell,  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  in   the   heat 
of  the  Andrew  Jaobson  campaign  on  Nov- 
ember 3    ltt2»,   just   sixty    years    ago.     A 
comparison  of  the  situation  theu    with   thi- 
dant;ers  now,  is  interestiiie  and  in<)tructive. 
Many  of  the  points  made  and  the  wnruinjifs 
(<mptia!<izud   in  this    famous  sermon  were 
no  more  applicable  th»*n   than    now,   while 
som-j  of  thti  dant^ers   theu    druaded   have 
bf>«u  safely  passed  and  left  oehiiid  forever. 
After  poiuiiug  out  the  political  bearing  of 
the  crisis  which  resulted  ,iu    the   death   of 
Christ,    and  c«mmcutinj{     ou    Pilate  as  a 
politician,  the  speaker  made  the  following 
points  applicable  to  the  present   situation: 
1.     The  mer»fing  of  iadividnal   responsi- 
bility in  the  action  of  a  partyis  a  dau^er- 
oa.4  tendeaoy.     Louis  le  Qrande  of  France, 
Slid,  "I  am    the    state."     Every    American 
citizen  can  say,  "I   am    the   governmeut." 
The  re»j)0tjsibililj  for    the    rit;ht    govern- 
ment of  the  city,  the  state   aud   the  nation 
is  individual,  as    well    as   collective.     The 
government  of  tiie  aatioii    will    inevitably 
reflect  th*  character  of  the  people.     It  can 
be  no  better  or  worse  than  they  are.     Every 
man  has  his  share  in    the  expression  of  a 
righteous  public  opinion    and    the    policy 
which  shall  prevail.     Mnny  say     that    they 
escape  responsibility  bj-cause  they  act   with 
the  mass  of  the  party.       "True,    the  thing 
w.w  wroDg  m  itsdlf,  but  we  could  not   save 
tho  party  without    it.''     Pilate    could    uot 
save  his  political    head,    without    the    be- 
trayal of  Christ  to  the  mob,    but    he    could 
uot  wash  his  hands  of    his    individual     re- 
spousibility .     Neither  can  you  and  I  evade

3.  The  dependence  placed  upon  an  ap- 
peal to  the  basest  motives  is  a  menace  to 
the  republic.  Not  only  do  political  leaders 
appeal  to  prejudice  rather  than  to  reason, 
but  in  the  last  dnys  of  a  close  campaign, 
thoughtful  men  have  already  made  decision 
and  settled  their  votes.  There  remains  a 
fiontiu;^  vote,  largely  t*iat  of  the  slums  of 
our  great  cities.  This  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
few  bosses  wno  can  deliver  it  where'  they 
will  and  for  money.  Heuoa  they  are 
sought  and  flattered  by  the  politicians  of 
both  pfu-tieH,  are  protected  in  rascalities 
without  number,  and  often  the  fate  of  a 
whole  nation  for  the  next  four  years  is  de- 
cided by  a  few  saloon-keepers  and  ward 
politicians  in  our  gi>«at  cities.  The  fate 
of  the  parties  is  being  decided  in  New  York 
saloons  tonight.  This  in  spite  of  the  many 
honorable  men  in  politics.  The  motives 
thai  are  relieiJ  on  in  the  closest  campaigns 
to  turm  the  scale  of  victory  are  the  lowest 
and  basest  appeals.  Connected  with  this 
is  thii  rai-siui^  and  pushing  forward  of  false 
issues,  locally  or  nationally.  The  fact  that 
we  have  so  many  solid  votes  in  different 
cities;  that  there  is  a  "saloon  vote,"  an 
"Irish  vote,"  a  '-German  vote,"  or  a  "Catho- 
lic vote,"  is  a  meuace  to  our 
safety.  These  votes  are  stamped 
by  false  issues  r-iiaed  in  the 
last  days  of  a  cimpdisjn 

3 — The  absolute  unreliability  of  a  oar- 
tisau  press  and  platform  is  an  evil  that  is 
not  tneutioued  in  this  sermon  of  sixty 
years  ago  bat  is  now  one  of  large  pro- 
portions. There  is  no  rej^ard  for  the 
truth  in  the  editorial  columns  of  many  of 
our  great  papers.  Not  only  are  facts  dis- 
torted, but  reputations  are  ruthlessly  des- 
troyed and  the  sanctity  of  the  home  life 
invaded,  while  the  personal  abn-e  would 
make  a  tl.sh-wife    blu«h  for  shame. 

4— The  parade  of  pretexts  to  cloak  pri 
vate  and  di-^graceful  ambitions  is  a  crying 
evil.  The  Pharisees  were  ostensibly  try- 
ing to  "save  the  country"  from  ruin  when 
they  planned  the  murder  of  Christ,  If  the 
eloquence  of  the  present  platforms  could 
all  be  trailed  to  its  source  it  would  be  found 
that  the  Pharisees  are  not  all  dead.  The 
measure  of  right  by  political  success  or 
failure  in  a  danger.  This  week  there  will 
be  seven  tickets  defeated  and  only  one 
elected  Hut  it  will  not  follow  that  that  one 
reprefietited  the  right  and  that  all  the 
others  were  in  the  wrong  ,  might  does  not 
make  night. 

Among  the  encouraging  foatures  of  each 
a  political  campaign  are  its  eduoationl 
influence,  sending  a  whole  nation  to  school; 
the  dooi.«ion  of  character  gained  by  the 
registry  of  an  honest  opinion;  and  the  con- 
tinued and  increasing  prominence  of  mora' 
issues.  The  great  issues  before  this  nation 
now  are  four.  The  destruction  of  the  rum 
power;  the  reform  of  our  public  service; 
the  adjustment  of  the  tariff  and  the  remo- 
val of  It  from  thf  domain  of  partisan  strife: 
and  the  race  problems.  What  we  shall  do 
with  the  Negro,  the  Indian  and  tho  China- 
man, is  the  greatest  problem.  Every  citi- 
zen ought  first  of  all  t.)  pray  for  his  (joun- 
try;  then  to  think  earnestly  and  honestly 
on  these  prorilems;  then  to  vote  with  that 
party  which  seems  to  him  to  offer  the  best 
mjtnod  and  holdout  clearest  hopes  for  a 
satisfactory  solorjon  of  them;  and  lastly 
to  trust  Ood  for  the  future.  The  country 
will  not  be  ruined  whatever  the  result  of 
the  election.  In  conclusion  the  speaker 
alluded  to  a  more  important  election  than 
the  settlement  of  the  national  guidance  for 
the  next  forir years;  the  election  of  the  rul- 
er forever  to  be  made  by  every  bouI. 
Heaven  is  more  interested  in  your  choice 
of  an  eternal  Lord  than  in  the  result  of  a 
nation's  choice  of  a  temporary  ruler.

IRON    SHIPMENTS 

THE  SKABO.N  OF  1888  AUKAD  OF  ASY  YEAR 
L\  THK  HISTORY  OF  LAKE  8UPKRIOU  IRON 
MINES — SOME  FirjL'RES. 

The  businf^g  of  the  last  week  in  the  iron 
mines  of  the  Lake  Superior  district  has  put 
the  recfird  of  1888  ahead  of  that  previously 
unsurpassed  one  of  18S7.  To  last  Wed- 
nesday, the  day  on  which  the  weekly  re- 
ports are  made  up,  the  water  shipments  of 
all  minea  ware  4,142,900  gross  tone  of  ore 
against  4,114,925  tons  to  the  aame  day 
last  year,  an  incrpase  of  nearly  30,000 
tons.  This  has  not  been  made  by  rushing 
ore  to  market  as  was  done  la.st  year,  and 
piling  up  nearly  a  million  tons  of  unsold 
ore  in  Cl»»veland  and  other  eastern  ports. 
The  Marquette  Journal  aays  on  this  point: 
"Although  this  bids  fair  to  he  the  greatest 
year  ever  known  by  the  Lake  Superioriron 
mines,  so  Jar  on  production  is  con- 
cernwl,  yet  it  cannot  be  said  that 
ore  is  being  rushed  forward  to  mar 
ket  betause  of  a  mistakeu  policy  of  the 
part  of  the  mine  owners  and  that  "next  sea- 
son they  will  have  to  suffer  from  the  effects 
of  an  over-production,  for  already  sonie  of 
the  mines  on  this  ran;<o  have  received  pro- 
posals for  their  product  on  the  cars  Ht  the 
mine  until  the  opening  of  navigation  IJ^SO. 
At  least  one  ".f  these  f)roposHls  came  from 
Ohio  which  would  neera  to  indicate  that 
they  are  pretty  well  sold  up  down  there, 
as.  we  believe,  Marquette  mines  have  never 
before  been  called  on  to  ship  ore  lo  Cleve- 
land by  rail. 

By  ningefl  shipments  of  the  season  have 
been;  Marquett-.  700,709  tons;  Escanaba, 
l,y31,f>77  tons;  St.  Ignace,  103.677  tons, 
Ashland,  963,300  and  Two  Harbors  or 
Duluth  383. 53«  tons.  It  must  be  remeni 
bered  that  these  are  water  shlpmsnts alone 
and  thrtt  vnst  quantities  have  been  sent 
forward  by  rail,  The  Diiluth  &  Iron  Range 
seniliijR  forward  during  the  year  fully  5(),- 
000  tfurs  to  Chicago  by  all  rail.  It  it  pro- 
ba)>le  that  the  entire  businesp  of  the  vear 
will  be  fully  5,000,000  gross  tons.  The 
Minnesota  company  whii'h  is  d-.wn  in  the 
alioTe  report  for  383,006  tons  to  last 
Wednesday  has  made  total  shipments  to 
l»Bt  night,  lake  and  rail  ot  450,000  tona.

A  Voag  Race  In  Which  Brains  Win  th« 
Victory— The  Patriarch  of  the  Band  Oat- 
witted  at  Last — The  Captives  Driven  Into 
the  Corral. 

Usually  the  occupation  of  c.i[.turing  the 
untamed  steeds  was  followed  by  three  men 
working  together.  They  used  four  or  fl\-e 
l'-.r!y,  fleet,  well  traiiiod  horses.  When  the 
-;  'Ctiun  of  the  country  the  wild  animals  fre- 
niiented  wa*  reached,  the  first  thing  was  to 
select  a  suitable  lo<'ation,  at  the  entranco  of 
,1  ravine,  generally,  for  a  corraL  This  the 
catchers  knew  how  to  construct,  using  great 
qiiMiititits  of  rope,  veryspee<lily.  Then  ne;ir 
this  corral,  on  the  most  sightly  eminenco, 
one  man  stationed  himself.  A  distance  be- 
yond it,  on  the  apparently  most  natural  run 
way,  another  man  with  one  of  the  fleetest  of 
the  saddle  horses  takes  his  station.  The 
work  of  tho  most  skilled  man  of  the  thrt>e 
then  l>ejjius.  Mounted  upon  the  picked  hor« 
•if  the  lot,  with  a  pair  of  field  glasses,  a 
water  bag,  and  a  supply  of  food,  he  swin  .tj 
away  In  the  earliest  dawn  ou  an  easy  lope. 
It  may  be  ten  or  twenty  miles  before  his 
keen  eyes,  -lided  by  the  glasses  with  which  ho 
sweeps  the  !. road  ex;iaiiso  of  rolling  plain, 
delect  a  graziuj?  band  of  horses.  He  ap- 
proaches th:*m  by  the  easie  r.  course  whieh 
^vill  permit  concealment  as  lonj;  as  possible, 
t;:-..l  then,  within  a  few  h'.iudred  yards,  he 
I'.ashes  into  sight  and  the  sjii^rt  is  b^egun. 

The  affrighted  animals  stand  for  an  In- 
stant, the  morning  breeze  fanning  their  lux- 
uriant manes  nnd  tails.  They  snort  in  alari  i, 
turn  and  trot  off,  at  first,  and  then,  as  it  is 
apparent  this  strange  creature  is  pnrsuln,::?, 
break  into  a  nm.  ItsA  now  that  the  race  is 
to  both  the  swift  and  the  enduring.  Tlie 
trained  horse,  on  which  the  man  is  astride, 
krows  his  part  of  the  work  anil  ho  does  it  in- 
ter.igc  tly.  With  head  well  down,  .swinging 
out  on  n  long,  swift  lope,  he  fi.lU)ws  the  fleo- 
ing  band.  They  nin  madly,  becoming  more 
and  moi-e  affrighted  as  they  perceive  th:it 
thoy  are  indeed  pursued.  The  first  wild  burst 
of  speed  carries  them  far  in  advance,  but 
not  out  of  sight.  By  dexterous  engineerii;g 
the  rider  and  horse  liehind  shorten  tho  dis- 
tance as  much  as  possible.  Tho  band  ahei  d 
aro  to  be  kept  on  the  move. 

Mile  after  mile  is  rapidly  covered.  The 
sun  comes  up  hot  and  foorching  in  the  cloud- 
loss  sky.  But  there  is  no  st'ip  for  a  -estful 
pr.ize,  mr  ooi)ortunity  for  a  drink  from  a 
<-hanc,'  srream.  Tho  fright  of  the  wild  horses 
liii-s  grown  into  verit-ibJe  terror.  They  throw 
bits  of  foam  from  their  mouths.  They  are 
worrietl,  half  crazed  l-y  this  merciless,  coa- 
tinuous,  unrelenting  pursuit.  But  the  nhm 
behind  has  reste<l  his  horse  at  ^ very  oppor- 
tunity. Whenever  there  was  a  chance,  his 
faithful  aniinfil  has  l)een  given  a  nibble  at 
tho  succulent  grass  and  had  a  sup  from  a 
spring  or  little  stream.  Ridden  though  he  U, 
the  tou.,''i  aud  e^rierieuced  iilains  pony  is 
fresher  ti'.au  the  fleeing  civiinf.s  ahead.  They 
now  show  signs  of  the  greatest  i)erturbation. 
Tlieir  stomachs  .ire  empty,  their  wind  is 
"blown,"  thair  tou^aies  are  di-y.  But  fear 
makes  i!;eiu  half  uuconseious  of  these  suffer- 
ings, although  they  are  gradually  wearing 
under  i  hem.  At  length,  when  they  have  gone 
fi.rty  or  fifty  or  ix;rha.:is  sixty  miles,  the  pa- 
iriarcii  logins  to  run  in  an  eoceutrlo  way. 
lie  is  not  as  sure  of  his  course  as  he  was.  He 
"«vhe»  Is  and  turns  and  then  goes  nhead  again, 
but  wu!',  uicert'iinty. 

They  dropout  of  sight  for  a  moment  be- 
hind .".  rid'rje.  Tho  stallloa,  his  nostrils  dilat- 
ed and  quii'irin'^aud  his  eyes  fla.shing,  mak'-s 
.1  sudi!':n  run,  and  In  another  moment,  with 
his  baud  of  fnithful  spoases,  ho  is  galloping 
back  over  the  track  ho  has  oome.  Now  is 
tho  race  in  earnest  and  to  the  bitter  end. 
Tho  nervy,  gamy,  swift  horse  behind  knows 
that  his  energies  have  boon  saretl  for  the  ta.sk 
that  is  yet  before  him.  As  he  feels  the  spur 
he  springs  ahead  with  the  racing  blood 
aflame  in  his  veins.  It  Ls  a  terrific  chase. 
New  terror  at  this  extraordinjiry,  this  un- 
looked  for  denouement  of  what  the  fleeing 
animals  ahead  had  thought  in  their  brute  in- 
stit'.ct  was  a  successful  ruse  to  throw  the  pur- 
.<!u;  r  off  the  track,  gives  them  dosperate 
btreui^th,  too;  but  they  ai-e  woru  and  fretted 
anil  8tar\-ed  and  burning  with  thii-st.  They 
run  for  their  lives.  Nearer,  luiie  after  mile, 
they  approach  the  startaug  place.  Tho  sun 
is  ablaze  after  noonday,  but  still  the  hot  race 
goes  on. 

The  man  left  behind  on  the  eminence  is 
sweei)ing  the  plains  with  his  powerful  glasses. 
He  has  watehed  an  hour,  perhaps  two,  or 
even  throe.  At  last  his  range  of  vision  be- 
comes centered  upon  something  away  In  the 
distance.  He  trains  the  glasses  intently  until 
at  last  he  can  see  behind  the  running  ani- 
mals a  solitary  horse,  and  that  horse  has  a 
rider.  He  is  in  the  saddle  with  a  botmd, 
calls  to  another  horse  grazing  near,  and 
away  they  fly  towards  this  approaching  cav- 
alcade. Ho  runs  the  horses  as  swiftly  as  ho 
can,  and  at  length  spies  plainly,  perhaps  two 
or  three  miles  away,  the  fleeing  i>utich,  and 
behind  them  in  hut  chase  the  gallant  horss 
and  rider.  A  signal  teUs  him  ho  too  has 
been  seen,  and  then,  seizing  the  topographi- 
cal features  of  the  interveaing  space,  he 
skulks  Kwiftly  l>ehind  the  ridges  and  eleva- 
tions to  cross  the  course.  The  trick  is  well 
doDo,  and  while  the  wary  but  still  daunLlsss 
stallion  and  his  following  mares  sweep 
around  the  base  of  an  elevation  tho  tired, 
gamy  poi'.y  aud  the  two  fresh  horses  and  men 
meet.  As  quickly  as  saddles  can  be  trans- 
ferred the  gallant  horse  that  has  made  a  run 
of  seventy-five,  eighty-flve,  or  possibly 
ninety  miles  is  free  and  rolling  on  tho  grass, 
and  the  iron  muscled  man  who  bestrode  him 
is  ou  another  fleet  and  fresh  horse  and  again 
hot  after  the  quarry. 

Now  follows  Liie  most  skillful  maneuvering. 
The  terrorized  band  cannot  run  much  farther. 
They  have  almost  exhausted  even  their  well 
nigh  tireless  vitality.  They  again  become 
confused  and  resort  to  their  last  device. 
Their  straightaway  tactics  are  deserted  and 
they  commence  running  in  a  circle.  At  first 
it  is  two  miles  in  diametei*.  The  pursuer 
makes  his  circle  in  a  little  less  space.  Tho 
diimetcr  reduces  to  a  mile.  Gradually  this 
grows  less.  Tha  poor,  panting,  exhausted 
creatures  stagger  around,  determined  to  die 
in  what  they  think  is  their  ouly  means  of 
escape  They  have  entirely  lost  their  reason. 
If  such  it  might  be  called.  Narrower  and 
narrower  becomes  their  course,  until  at  last, 
with  the  sun  sinking  low  in  the  west,  they 
stand,  panting,  weaving  back  ami  forth,  con- 
quered for  the  time.  They  mu./  have  run 
100  miles.  The  three  men  close  in  ou  them 
and  skillfully  fti'ive  them  toward  the  corraL 
Among  them  c:id  iu  their  k>ad  now  has  como 
a  stJ-augo  saddleless  horso;  but  they  aro  too 
bewildered  to  know  it.  Tiiio  hvr^  slowly 
marks  the  course  guided  by  the  men  dririog, 
and  at  last  leads  tho  prisoners  wjtlijo  tha 
half  concealed  tieclusioa.

The  Onrtons  Manistee  Fish. 

The  manistee  is  a  fish  of  the  size  of  the 
sturgeon,  foimd  only  in  the  Manistee  river,  iu 
Florida  It  is  sightless,  but  acute  of  hearing, 
so  that  it  can  discern  the  approach  of  an 
enemy  at  a  distance  of  a  mile  or  more  and 
seek  mfety  in  the  reeds  or  shoals  along  the 
banka  It  is  speared  by  the  negroes,  by  whom 
It  is  highly  prized  as  food,  and  occasionally 
is  to  tie  f  otmd  in  the  markets  of  New  Orleans 
and  Mobile,  but  is  seldom  fotmd  in  this  local- 
ity. Tho  flTsh  Is  coarse  and  much  resembles 
beef,  though  retaining  the  fishy  flavor. 
Scientists  have  never  been  able  to  discover 
the  origin  of  the  fish,  but  Incline  to  tho  belief 
that  it  rises  from  some  subterranean  stream 
or  lake  and  has  increased  and  multiplied  in 
the  Manistee  river,  but,  owing  to  its  lack  of 
sight.  It  has  not  been  able  to  make  it3  way 
Into  other  bodies  of  water,  where  it  might 
be  propagated. — Chicago  Journal

The  market  for  wheat  opened  this  morn- 
ing steaiiy  and  strong  and  gained  a  cent  in 
the  early  business  over  the  first  sales. 
There  was  good  demand  and  a  very  fair 
amount  ol  trudiug.  Later  when  the  state. 
ment  ol  the  visible  supoly  increase  came  in 
showing  it  to  be  but  218,000  bushels, 
when  oporators  had  looked  for  from  500,- 
000  to  700.000  bushels,  prices  on  all 
markets  unexpectedly  sagged  oH,  goiun 
in  just  a  contrary  direction  to  what  might 
be  expected  under  the  circumstances.  A 
good  demand  was  evident  for  cash  stuff, 
and  every  lot  offered  sold  at  considerable 
of  a  premium  over  December.  The  close 
was  dull  and  weak  aC  about  }i  ahead  of 
the  opening.

The  visible  supply  as  posted  this  noon 
shows  an  iucrense  of  218  bushels  in  wheat, 
making  the  total  stocks  i)3,0y2,000  bush- 
els, a  decrease  in  corn  of  402,000  bushels, 
and  an  increase  iu  oats  ol  328, yOO. 

From  jliunoapohs  comes  the  news  that 
m.>re  rnilis  are  to  be  shut  down.  The  clos- 
ing of  the  govermeut  reservoirs  will  be 
partly  responsible  for  this.  Fifty  per  cent 
of  tho  puwer  ol  CUe  mills  comes  from  these 
reservoirs,  so  the  output  ol  Hour  seems 
likely  to  be  very  matt-rialiy  lessened.

Cbaraotertstlcs  of  a  New  American  Disease. 
Weakening  SIliuU  FUled  with  Strange 
Hall uc illations — The  Beoolta  of  a  Taut 
Ufe — No  Remedy. 

"Died  of  general  paresis. " 

Ag^ain  aud  again  during  the  past  five  years 
^in  has  been  the  verdict  in  the  caae  of  peo- 
ple noted  for  their  brilliant  mental  attain- 
ments, until  the  very  name  paresis  convey*  a 
feeling  of  terror  Ui  the  minds  of  many.  And 
weU  it  may,  for  it  means  madness  and  death 
to  its  victims. 

Nothing  can  save  the  person  afflicted  with 
the  disease.  First  comes  a  clouding  of  the 
mental  faculties,  which  is  scarcely  percepti- 
ble. Only  to  the  expert  has  it  any  meaning. 
Generally  the  afflicted  person  evinces  a 
woaknew  for  stealing.  Small,  worthless 
things  arouse  his  cupidity,  and  he  is  detected 
again  and  again  making  away  with  trifling 
things,  for  which  he  has  generally  not  the 
slightest  use.  An  odd  shoe  or  glove,  an  ink- 
stand m*  penwiper,  letters,  cups  and  saucers, 
almost  anything  that  comes  in  his  way,  are 
surreptitiously  appropriated. 

With  this  mania  comes  a  gradual  oblitera- 
tl<a>  of  the  fine  lines  ofy  the  face.  It  assumes 
a  doughy,  puffy  appearance,  and  the  pupils 
of  tbs  eyes  are  irregular.  Then  comes  a  reck- 
lesHMM  in  regard  to  money  matters,  pro- 
duced by  illusions  of  limitless  or  easily  got- 
ten wealth.  For  this  reason  most  persons, 
when  tbey  are  finally  stricken  helpless  by 
the  disease,  are  compelled  to  seek  shelter  iu 
pablio  institutions.  (Vhile  stiU,  as  far  as 
their  friends  can  see,  in  the  full  enjoyment 
of  their  faculties,  they  buy  everything  that 
strikes  their  fancy,  generally  using  up  all 
their  ready  cash  and  plunging  into  debt  as 
deeply  as  possible.  If  their  fancy  runs  to 
Jewelry  they  buy  diamonds,  rings  and 
watches  until  their  funds  or  oredit  give  out. 
The  minds  of  others,  again,  run  to  furniture, 
and  thev  pile  great  quantities  of  furnishings 
up  in  Hieir  homes,  frequently  enough  to 
scook  them  a  dozen  times  over.  Others  have 
mania  for  hoi-ses,  carriages,   clothing  or

perhaps  even  real  estate  aud  bonds,  bought 
with  an  utter  disregard  for  their  value  or  the 
ability  to  pay. 

These  extravagances  generally  become  so 
nottoeable  that  friends  and  relatives  inter- 
fere. An  examination  is  bekl  and  generally 
the  person  is  discharged,  for  rarely  can  a 
shertfiTs  jury  l>e  found  that  will  adjudge  a 
person  insane  against  whom  nothing  more 
than  extravagant  eccentricities  can  be 
charged  But  the  disease  marches  on 
steadily.  Tho  illusions  of  wealth  aud  grand- 
eur become  more  and  more  pronounced. 
Then  follow  a  thickness  of  speech  aud  a  fall- 
ing memory.  The  face  becomes  more  puffy 
and  the  fine  lines  are  almost  obliterated. 
Simultaneously,  too,  there  frequently  ap- 
pears a  halting  or  unsteadiness  in  the  gait, 
and  paresis  has  its  hold  firmly  fastened 

Qcnierally  the  disease  runs  its  course  within 
two  yeai-s.  It  rarely  takes  longer  to  bring 
the  victim  to  the  grave,  though  some  few 
cases  are  known  where  death  was  fought  off 
for  a  longer  period  But  dissolution  is  in- 
evitable. No  remedy  has  yet  been  found 
that  will  stay  the  disease.  Even  if  the 
patient  Is  taken  iu  hand  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble stage,  nothing,  so  far  as  known  at  pres- 
ent, can  save  him.  Decay  can  be  made  more 
graidual,  but  it  is  inevitable. 

As  the  disease  progresses  it  is  pitiable  to 
watch  the  victim.  The  power  of  articulation 
becomes  weaker  with  each  day,  imtil, 
finally,  the  patient  can  only  stutter 
oat  his  words  painfully  with  the 
{greatest  effort  Walking  becomes  more 
and  more  laborious.  The  limbs  totter 
onder  the  body,  and  at  last  he  requires  the 
aasistanoe  of  an  attendant  if  the  patient 
wants  to  get  about.  The  face  assumes  a 
bratal  appearance.  All  the  muscles  of  the 
body  are  afflicted  with  a  painful  tremor,  the 
bands  particularly,  twitching  constantly. 
The  mind  is  fflled  with  the  most  wonderfnl 
illnsions. 

No  matter  how  low  the  paretic  may  be  he 
isRipremely  happy.  His  surroundings  are 
nothing  to  him.  Though  be  may  know  that 
he  is  in  an  insane  asylum,  that  he  is  consid- 
ered hopelessly  craiy  by  the  people  about 
blm,  he  feels  that  the  delusion  is  theirs,  and 
not  even  the  fact  that  he  is  restrained  of  his 
liberty  can  make  him  unhappy.  To  him  mil- 
lions are  nothing.  He  has  magnificent 
bouses,  countless  servants,  and  on  his  death- 
bed he  will  invite  you  with  a  ghastly  hospi- 
tality to  ride  the  broad  seas  with  him  In  his 
golden  ships.  In  hideous  mockery  of  his 
physical  and  mental  decrepitude  the  victim 
of  j)aresis  is  always  of  robust  appearance. 
As  the  disease  progresses  in  its  ravages  his 
body  grows  fat,  and  to  the  inexperienced  eye 
he  seems,  when  in  repose,  a  magnificent  spe- 
cimen of  manhood.  His  appetite  is  never 
flagging  and  his  powers  of  digestion  are  mar- 
velous. The  disease  affects  only  the  higher 
nervous  system,  and  leaves  the  nerves  of  the 
lower  order  oninipaired  AU  tho  involun- 
tary fimctions  of  the  body  are  carried  on 
without  interruption  just  as  though  the  pa- 
tient were  in  perfect  health. 

"No  man  who  leads  a  model  life  is  likely  to 
have  general  paresis,"  said  Dr.  Shanks,  super- 
intendent of  the  Kings  Coimty  Insane 
asylum,  to  a  reporter  of  The  Press. 

"Can  no  man  who  does  not  dissipate  be  at- 
tacked with  it?" 

"I  won't  say  that,  by  ai\y  means.  There 
may  be  other  causes.  In  the  first  place,  the 
disease  is  hereditary.  The  person  afflicted 
•with  it  may  lead  a  perfect  life  and  still  be- 
come a  victim  of  pare3i3,>becausb  he  has  been 
tainted  from  the  father  or  mother's  side. 
Besides,  dissi(>ation  is  not  necessarily  meant 
when  we  speak  of  a  man  not  leading  a  model 
life.  Take  the  Wall  street  brokers,  for  in- 
stance. Many  of  them  die  from  paresis 
brought  on  by  the  constant  excitement  and 
whirl  in  which  they  live.     Lack  of  rest  and 

a  roper  hours  will  produce  it;  worrying 
bring  it  on,  and  serious  business  troubles 
often  cause  it.  Because  a  man  has  general 
paresis  it  does  notiollow  that  his  has  been  a 
bad  life.  But  a  man  who  lives  fast  is  far 
more  liable  to  contract  the  disease  than  any 
one  else." 

"To  what  is  it  dueP' 

"A  general  breaking  down  of  the  higher 
nervous  system,  caused  by  a  wasting  away 
and  shrinking  of  the  brain.  Alter  death  the 
paretic's  brain  has  the  appearance  of  a  cheese 
when  you  cut  into  it.  There  are  small  round 
holes  all  through  the  gray  matter.  These  are 
oatised  by  tlie  siirinking." 

'*How  do  you  account  for  tho  increase  in 
tho  disease  of  late  years  f 

"Partly  because  it  is  soniuch  better  known 
and  understood,  and  cases  formerly  incor- 
rectly diagnosed  are  now  properly  classified, 
and  partly,  also,  because  it  is  rapidly  and 
constantly  on  the  increase  with  the  increase 
of  fast  life.  That  its  existence  is  mainly  doe 
to  fast  living  is  evident  from  the  fact  thatia 
the  country  general  paresis  is  unknown.  It 
is  only  iu  the  largo  cities,  where  opportunitlea 
for  dissipation  abound,  that  it  has  a  foothold, 
and  it  Is  here  that  it  is  on  the  increase."— 
New  York  Press.

The  City's  Milk  Supply. 

All  of  the  milk  that  is  delivered  in  the 
market  of  New  York  is  at  least  from  twelve 
►O  twenty -four  hours  old,  and  has  undergone 
rough  transportation  of  from  fifteen  to  thirty 
mUes  in  not  strictly  clean  vessels.  The  cans 
used  in  bringing  the  milk  to  the  city  aue  not 
cleansed  until  returned  to  their  owner.  By 
the  time  the  milk  has  reached  the  poorer 
classes  it  has  commonly  imdergone  more  or 
less  adulteration,  often  in  spite  of  the  closest 
watching  by  the  health  authorities.  In  the 
cotirse  of  its  consumption  by  the  average  in- 
fant, it  is  still  further  liable  to  lactic  acid 
fermentation,  and.  even  though  boiled,  it  is 
not  unlikely  to  become  scorched  or  made 
otherwise  unwholesome  for  the  infant. 

Perhaps  tho  most  important  objection  to 
cow's  milk,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that■^^ 
2s  r^arded  as  the  nearest  approach  to 
mother's  milk,  is  the  difficult  digestion  of  tho 
caseine  by  the  delicate  infant  whose  stomach 
has  been  damaged  by  an  attack  of  summer 
diarrhoja.  This  has  necessitated  the  inven- 
tion of  numerous  means  and  measures  for 
overcoming  the  obstacle,  the  most  common 
of  which  is  tho  addition  of  some  farinaceous 
substance.  iSuch  practice  for  an  infant,  pre- 
vious to  the  eruption  of  Its  teeth,  is  con- 
trary to  tho  previsions  of  nature,  and, 
though  occasionally  successful,  cannot  be  de- 
fended as  a  general  usage  upon  physiological 
principles.— Dr.  S.  Henry  Dessau  in  New 
York  My^t'f^J  'VVoi-ld.

SanFbancuco,  Nov,  7— The  Chronicle 
Republican  in  its  issue  this  jBoming  says: 
The  returns  received  up  to  three  o'clock 
this  morning  show  that  the  interior  has 
been  carried  by  the  Republicans  by  a  hand- 
some vote.  That  the  victory  in  the  state 
outside  of  the  city  is  complete.  Harrison 
has  a  plurality  of  from  10,000  to  12,000 
in  the  interior.  In  addition  to  this  splen- 
did result  the  congressional  districts  out- 
side of  the  city  gave  majorities  for  the 
Republican  candidates. 

The  Examiner  (Dem.)  says:  Indications 
in  California  are  more  favorable  to  Cleve- 
land. There  is  hardly  a  doubt  that  the 
state  is  Democratic  andbyagood majority. 
San  Francisco  especially  has  gone  magnifi- 
cently. II  the  ratio  shown  by  first  returns 
be  maintained,  Cleveland  will  have  7,000 
majority  in  the  city. 

THE  TARIFF, 

The  New  Tork  World  Ssya  it  Has  Defeated 
tb«  Democrats. 

IfBw  York,  Nov.  7.— The  seven  o'clock 
extraotthe  World  said:  At  7  o'clock  the 
probabilities  are  that  General  Benjamin 
Harrison,  of  Indiana,  has  been  chosen 
president  of  the  nation  and  Mr.  I^ievi  P. 
Morton,  of  New  York,  vice  president.  The 
returns  thus  far  received  indicate  that  the 
tariff  reform  issue  has  proven  the  strongest 
in  tb«  states  hopelessly  Republican. 
In  Illinois,  Minnesota,  Iowa  and  Nebraska 
the  Democratic  ticket  has  made  large  gains 
upon  the  lines  forshadowed  in  the  recent 
tariff  debate  in  the  house.  These  gains, 
only  decreased  the  Republican  major- 
ity in  those  states,  and  have  therefore  been 
of  no  material  advantage  to  the  national 
Democratic  ticket.  On  the  other  hand  the 
tariff  iesue  has  not  been  strong  in  tne 
doubtful  states  particulary  in  New  York. 

From  latest  advices  it  is  probable  that 
the  Republican  gains  in  the  south  and  east 
will  exceed  all  expectations.  A  careful 
compilation  of  congreeeional  returns  re- 
ceived at  this  hour  would  indicate  that  the 
Republicans  will  control  the  next  house  by 
from  eigbt  to  ten  majority.

This      Mr.      Brown      believes 
will  throw  out  the  mine  vote,  and  on  this 
the  Democrats  hope   to  carry  the  county. 
From  the  present   outlook,    though,    con- 
servative Democrats  believe  all  the  Repub- 
can  county  officers  have   a  majority  even 
without    the    Tower     vote.      Everything 
around  the  Democratic  headquarters  was 
quiet  and  they  all  admit  it   looks  bad   but 
would  not  yet  give  up  the  ship.

As  the  Republicans  expected  and  as  was 
conceded    by    a    few  of  the  cooler  headed 
ol  the  opposition  the  entire    county   ticket 
is  elected    with    good    majorities    and    St. 
Louis  county   rolls   up    a  majority  on  the 
state   ticket   of  about     1709.    Ot  course 
there  are  outlaying  precincts  to  be    heard 
from  and  one  or    two  of  the  city  wards  are 
unobtainable  even  at  this  fime.no  complete 
list   having    been     kept     by    the     judges 
and  clerks  of   election  outside   those   sent 
sealed  to  tha  county  auditor.     Enough  is 
plain  however  to  show  an  average  Repub- 
lican msjority  ot  from  1,590    to    1,700  in 
the  county,  these    few    precincts    and    the 
towns  of  Fond  du  lac,  Canosia    and    Her- 
mantown  being  estimated  tor  the  present. 
The  average  Republican    majority    of    the 
precincts  of  Tower    and    Br^itung    is    820, 
while  Ely  increases  the   figure   by   a  solid 
206  out  of  a  total  vote  in  the  two    places 
of  1,822.    In  most  of  the  local  voting  dis- 
tricts the  full     vote      was     easily   polled 
though  the  first  precinct    of     the    Fourth 
ward  is  about  1,370,  less    by    about    600 
than  the  registration  while  the  average  Re- 
publican     ,  majority     ol        the     county 
is  perhaps  1,650,  that  ot 

a  lew  ol  the  county  ticket,  against  whom 
personal  popularity  madeastrongcanvass, 
is  much  less.  Geo.  N.  La  vaque,  who  had 
fur  opponent,  Jas.  A.  Smith,  the  present 
incumbent,  polled  but  about  220  votes 
more  than  a  majority  in  Duluth  itself, 
though  the  solid  Republican  vote  of  the 
north  end  of  the  county  lets  him  in  with 
over  1,000  votes  to  spare.  The  scratch- 
ing of  La  vaque  by  business  men 
among  whom  Smith  has  a  great 
many  warm  friends,  was  very  large.  Paul 
Sbarvey,  candidate  lor  sheriff,  wa#  the  only 
other  man  on  the  Republican  ticket  who 
met  with  determined  opposition,  and  he 
comes  under  the  wire  with  a  handsome 
majority.  All  therestjof  the  ticket  is  elected 
by  very  large  majorities.  Though  there 
was  Iconsiderable  scratching  the  general 
result  is    notaffected. 

Perhaps  not  even  the  Democrats  are  so 
surprised  by  their  small  vote  as  are  the 
cold  water  men,  who  expecting  a  total  vote 
in  the  county  all  the  way  from  300  to  700, 
are  obliged  to  be  content  with  a  paltry 
third  of  the  smallest  estimate.  Of  course 
they  take  great  credit  for  even  this  gain 
from  a  total  vote  of  six  two  years  ago, 
but  now  they  have  a  club 
of  over  400  members,  and  have  used  a 
fair  amount  of  money  as  well  as  a  great 
deal  of  enthusiasm  and  wind.  They  have 
also  been  fairly  well  organized  in  most  city 
wards  and  had  a  full  ticket  in  the  field. 
Outside  of  Duluth  the  prohibition  vote  is 
infinitesimal, 

ECHOES  OF  THE  BATTLE. 

All  last  evening  and  until  sun-rise  today 
the  streets  were  filled  with  excited  Repub- 
licans and  the  cheering,  when  favorable  re- 
turns came,  was  enough  to  wake  the  dead. 
"The  Republican  headquarters  were  crowded 
to  suffocation  until  a  very  late  hour  while 
Lawyer  Davis  shouted  the  bulletins  in  a 
stentorius  voice.  On  the  street  a  crowd  of 
several  hundred  watched  the  reports  of 
the  News  thrown  on  white  cloth  by  lantern. 
At  the  Democrotic  headquarters  in  Ingalls 
ball  all  was  very  quiet  after  ten  o'clock 
and  at  Al.  Wagners'  and  Jay  Anderson's 
there  was  no  particular  joy  on  any 
countenance  except  when  re- 

turns from  the  south  came 
in,  when  M.  B.  Harrison's  face  would  light 
up  for  a  moment.  The  local  democracy 
conceded  New  York  before  midnight,  from 
returns  arrived  before  that  time  and  most 
of  them  went  home  disgusted  and  sober. 
Not  so  with  the  other  side. 

For  the  excitement  and  crowds  the  po- 
lice had  little  to  do  last  night,  and  the  po- 
lice court  is  but  slimly  attended  for  an 
election  aftermath. 

In  the  big  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward 
the  count  was  etill  in  progress  at  an  early 
hour  today.  Nothing  like  the  full  vote 
could  be  had  in  this  precinct.  In 
most  of  the  other  local  precincts  the  full  re- 
turns were  counted  before  five  o'clock. 


Returns  Still  Meagre.

—510  out  of  1806  precincts  in  the  state 
give  Harrison  76,378  and  Cleveland 
65,178.  In  1884  Blaine  received  70,272;

Returns  from  all  precincts  but 
thirteen  in  Marion  county  indicate  that

Returns  justify  belief  at  the  hour  of 
writing  that  Harrison  would  have  a  ma- 
jority of  the  electoral  votes,  even  with- 
out those  of  New  York.  Connecticut  is 
now  believed  to  have  chosen  Harrison 
electors.  The  friends  of  Gen.  Harrison 
at  the  West  contldently  claim  Indiana, 
though  the  returns  are  as  yet  necessarily 
incomplete.  New  Jersey  returns  do  not 
look  favorable,  but  there  is  as  yet  no  indi- 
cation that  any  other  northern  state  has 
chosen  Cleveland  electors.

THE  FEATHER  TRADE. 


THE   08TRICH,   OF   COURSE,  IS  THE 

PRIME    FAVORITE. 


Not  the  Only  Bird  Under  Contribution. 
Macnltnde  of  the  Industry— America's 
Anntial  Production  of  "live"  Goose 
Feathers — No  Good  Sabstltnte. 

The  ostrich  is  now,  as  it  ever  has  been 
where  known,  prime  favorite.  The  best  of 
these  come  from  Majadore,  those  next  best 
from  Egypt  and  Barbery;  but  the  South 
African  are  not  much  Inferior  In  quality, 
and  it  Is  those,  what  are  known  as  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  that  are  most  used  in  Amer- 
ica. There  is  the  vulture  plume  or  bustard 
ostrich  feather,  also;  but  being  greatly  in- 
ferior in  beauty,  it  deceives  only  those  who 
have  not  seen  and  examined  the  genuine  arti- 
cle. The  ostrich  of  California  Is  said  to  be 
inferior  to  the  South  African  bird,  and  being 
subject  to  fatal  attacks  of  diseases  of  the 
liver,  which  have  reduced  its  numbers,  it  has 
not  as  yet  to  any  great  extent  entered  the 
market  The  number  of  African  feathers 
used  i)  enormous,  one  firm  in  this  city  em- 
ploying 1,000  girls  In  their  noanufactnre,  and 
there  are  several  other  houses  engaged  ex- 
clusively in  this  industry.  The  larger  num- 
ber are  used  on  hats  and  bonnets  worn  by 
the  ladies,  and  yet  no  inconsiderable  number 
of  the  larger  and  more  expensive  feathers 
crown  the  cocked  hats  worn  by  members  of 
secret  societies.  The  narrower  and  lighter 
feathers  near  to  and  on  the  legs  of  the  great 
bird  are  made  into  pompons  which  surmount 
the  cape  of  the  military. 

FEATHEBS  Of  ATT.  ECTDS. 

Yet  the  ostrich  is  not  the  only  bird  under 
oontributloa  Although  trade  in  other  plu- 
mage has  been  greatly  abridged  because  of 
the  many  voices  and  pens  directed  against 
the  slaughter  of  the  innocent,  yet  useful  song 
and  other  birds  for  the  gratification  of  wo- 
man's vanity  only,  yet  the  house  already  re- 
ferred to  shows  feathers  from,  it  would  seem, 
nearlyfevcry  bird  that  flies,  from  the  tiny 
humming  bird  to  the  majestic  eagle.  There 
are  the  long,  slender  tall  filaments  of  the 
bird  of  paradise,  the  bright  feathers  of  the 
red  ibis,  of  the  ptarmigan,  peacock,  tro- 
gan,  paroquet,  argus,  pheasant,  white  vul- 
tifre,  owl,  hefon,  gull  and  pigeon.  The 
groupings  of  these  feathers  Into  a  single  hat 
adornment,  such  as  is  seen  occasionally, 
would  set  a  naturalist  wild  with  rage,  it  being 
no  uncommon  thing  to  see  such  a  combina- 
tion as  the  head  and  neck  of  a  tanager,  the 
wings  of  a  gull  and  the  tail  feathers  of  a  pea- 
cock and  heron.  Bo,  too,  the  coloring  of  na- 
ture's own  is  lost  in  the  multiple  dyes  of  the 
chemist. 

Nor  do  the  interest  and  tmportanco  of  the 
feather  end  here,  Its  utility  being  fully  equal 
to  its  beauty.  Dally,  or  nightly  rather,  does 
It  minister  to  man's  comfort,  and  it  is  the 
object  upon  which  ho  lays  his  head  when  the 
vital  spark  is  leaving  its  clayey  tenament. 
Of  late  years  there  have  been  many  substi- 
tutes offered  for  the  feather  bed,  but  it  roy- 
ally holds  its  own  in  i>opular  demand,  despite 
the  wire  wove,  horsehair,  woolen  and  the 
numerous  vegetable  mattresses  that  are%iad& 
Man's  ingenuity  finds  no  substitute  for  feath- 
ers in  pillows  and  bolsters,  so  that  with  the 
demand  for  their  use  in  beds  for  the  thouands 
who  will  have  no  other,  apd  for  the  head 
rests  named,  the  trade  in  these,  as  a  manufac- 
turer declares,  Is  constantly  on  the  Increase. 
Some  idea  of  the  magnitudo  of  this  industry 
may  be  had  when  it  la  stated  that  two  manu- 
facturers in  Chicago  sell  nearly  three  millions 
of  pounds  annually. 

Most  of  the  feathers  used  in  this  way,  say 
from  60  to  70  per  cent,  are  plucked  from  live 
geese  of  the  gray  and  white  varieties.  'They 
come  mainly  from  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and 
points  fe«rther  south,  and  from  portions  of 
Ohio,  Indiana.  Illinois  and  Missouri  Feathers 
(ilucked  from  dead  geese  have  no  voluo,  and 
are  not  purchased.  In  some  localities  the  in- 
dnstnT-  is  very  large  indeed,  there  being  in- 
dividual fanners  who  own  as  many  as  10,000 
birds.  The  plueking  process  might  be  hu- 
mane bat  for  the  avarice  of  the  growers, 
who  insist  on  picking  tho  feathers  and 
down  from  four  to  six  times  a  year,  often  be- 
fore they  are  "ripe."  All  feathers  received 
by  ttie  mantifacturers  contain  a  number 
with  the  lower  parts  of  the  quills  filled  with 
blood,  a  sign  that  their  withdrawal  entailed 
suffering  upon  the  birds.  Still,  it  is  not 
taken  maob  to  heart,  for  it  does  not  abridge 
life,  there  being  famous  old  geese  which  have 
undergone  this  ordeal  for  a  full  score  of 
yefuv,  and  that  yet  can  pasture  as  lively  as 
those  that  have  lived  but  two  seasons.  Tho 
averago  of  gooso  life,  however,  Ip  scarcely 
more  than  from  eig^t  to  ten  years. 

TIELD  OF  tkCa  BIRD. 

The  quantity  of  feathers  yielded  in  a  year 
Tarles  somewhat.  Some  have  given  as  much 
ss  two  pounds;  the  average  Is  fully  a  pound 
to  each  bird.  Nashville  and  Louisville  are 
the  chief  headquarters  for  gooso  feathers, 
which  are  shipped  there  to  commission  mer- 
chants and  sold  by  them  to  manufacturers 
ba<e  and  all  ov«r  the  country.  They  arrive 
In  somewhat  bad  shape,  but  of  late  their  con- 
dition has  been  greatly  improved.  "When  re- 
ceived at  the  factories  they  are  steamed  and 
deodorized  and  the  unripe  separated  from  the 
ripe  feathers. 

Besides  the  goose,  thtf  domestio  chicken, 
turkey  and  ducK  furnish  material  for  beds, 
bolster  and  pillow.  These,  differing  from  the 
goose,  come  Invariably  from  dead  birds, 
which  are  picked  In  a  dry  state.  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  supply  the 
Qdcago  factories  in  great  part  These 
{gathers  are  much  inferior  to  those  of  the 
goose,  and  are  sold  largely  to  boardiug  houses 
6n  tha  frontier  and  to  those  whose  circum- 
stances will  not  permit  investment  in  tho 
more  desirabla  It  is  just  possible,  as  a  Chi- 
cago dealer  said,  that  some  boarding  house 
keepers  nearer  home  buy  tho  inferior  goods. 
Be^es  Delng  subject  to  the  same  treatment 
as  the  goose  feathers,  they  are  "crushed"  to 
add  to  their  elasticity. 

The  total  of  trade  in  these  feathers  can 
scarcely  be  estimated,  but  it  is  very  largo 
and  growing.  The  older  manufacturers 
show  constant  increase  in  business,  whUe 
new  ones  are  coming  in  from  time  to  time. 
At  the  south  and  among  the  Germans  the 
fsatber  bed  19  preferred  before  any  other. 
Many  of  the  latter  sleep  under  as  well  as 
npon  one,  the  upper  one,  however,  being  less 
heavy.  Down,  which  is  very  fine,  is  not 
used  fQr  beds.  Whether  of  the  goose  or  of 
eider,  it  is  imported.  It  has  much  greater 
power  to  retain  beat  than  the  feathers,  and 
hence  is  used  mainly  in  comforts  for  the  bed. 
—Oilcago  Herald.    

Cured  Without  Medicine. 

An  Albany  physician  says  that  the  most 
ctirious  prescription  he  ever  gave  to  a  patient 
was  one  he  prepared  for  a  lady.  It  was: 
"Stop  walking  up  and  down  stairs."  The 
only  way  this  prescription  could  bo  taken 
was  by  changing  her  house,  as  she  lived  in 
one  of  the  three  story  and  basement  houses 
peculiar  to  Albany  archlteoturo.  Her  hus- 
band secured  a  roomy  cottage  of  two  stories, 
and  within  a  year  the  invalid's  health  was 
almost  oomidetely  restored. — Albany  Jour- 
nal. 


'WasUnc  All  Wool  Goods. 

To  avoid  shrinkage  in  washing  all  wool 
goods,  dissolve  a  sufficient  quantity  of  soap 
m  warm  water,  adding  a  little  sal  soda  to 
soften  it  Wash,  wring  and  then  rinse  in 
clean,  warm  water,  using  no  cold  or  very 
hot  water,  after  which  shake  well  and  dry 
quickly.  Do  not  rub  on  soap  or  use  a  wash- 
board. Avoid  all  patent  washing  powders 
or  liquids. — Boston  Budget 

Worn  carpets  can  be  turned  into  rugs  by 
sewing  the  best  widths  together.  They  con 
be  made  to  look  much  better  by  adding  a 
border  mltered  at  tho  comers.  To  miter, 
cut  where  the  fold  comra  in,  turning  the  cor- 
ner and  sewing  tho  edges  together.

Ticket. 

MiSNEAPOLiH.  Nt)v.  7.— Yesterday's  elec- 
tion was  one  of  the  quietest  ever  known  in 
MinneH polls,  but  it  was  not  the  quiet  ol 
apathy.  A  heavy  vote  was  polled  and 
every  candidati)  on  every  ticket  made  a 
treraeiidouB  pQort  to  show  his  strength. 
Tha  mayoralty  contest  al>8orbed  attention 
JuriDK  the  voting  and  the  tight  between 
Bahb  au<l  Winstun  was  kept  up  until  the 
last  vote  was  polled.  Oapt.  Babb  did  not 
lose  as  much  as  was  cipected,  and  trailed 
the  balance  of  the  ticket  very  closely.  Mr. 
Winston  did  not  show  the  strength  ex- 
pected of  him.  especially  in  the  river  pre- 
cincts. 

R?turns,owing  to  the  method  of  counting, 
came  in  very  slowly  on  the  city  and  county 
tickets.  In  some  precincts  the  judges  began 
to  count  on  the  national,  in  others  on  the 
state  and  in  a  xreat  many  on  different  sec 
tinns  of  the  local  tickets. 

On  account  of  this  lack  of  uniformity  it 
is  dilHcult  to  give  complete  returns  on  any 
one  of  them. 

Rt>turns  from  50  precincts  and  towns 
give  Harrison  and  Morton  3,71-t  plurality, 
indicating  a  heavy  gain  overl884.  Twenty- 
sis  precincts  and  towns  give  Snider  for 
congress.

BEGINNING    OF   THE    FINANCIAL    CA- 
REER''OF    A    GREAT    HOUSE. 


The  Hessian  Blood  Money  Was  the  Great 
Foundation  of  Their  Fortune— How  the 
Firm  of  the  Five  Brothers  TTas  Consti- 
t  ate<l — ^Waterloo. 

The  original  name  of  Rothschild  was  Bauer. 
The  f{>mi]y  adopted  the  name  of  Rothschild 
(Red  Shield)  from  the  sign  which  the  founder 
of  the  house  kept  over  his  dingy  little  shop 
in  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  in  the  odoriferous 
quiirter  called  the  Judcngasse  (Jews'  street), 
says  Ilenry  Clews  in  his  "Twenty-eight  Years 
in  Wall  Street."  In  this  littio  shop,  Mayer 
Ansehn  Rothschild,  the  founder  of  the  house, 
discounted  bills,  changed  money,  examined 
the  quality  of  coins,  bought  cheap  and  sold 
dear.  '"How  do  you  get  so  rich,  Mr.  Roths- 
child f  said  a  friend  of  old  Anselm  one  day, 
as  he  leauetl  over  his  dusky  little  counter. 
The  reply  was:  "I  buys  'sheep'  and  sells 
'deer.'"  His  knowledge  of  the  quality  of 
coins  was  marveloua  He  had  the  instinct 
of  genius  in  detecting  everythinj  in  the  form 
of  money  or  jewelry  that  was  not  genuina 
At  the  age  of  17  young  Rothschild  took  rank 
with  the  best,  oldest  and  lablest  financiers  of 
FVankfort. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  Rothschild's 
first  great  start  in  financial  life  was  given 
him  by  the  use  of  the  $40,(XX),000  which  was 
paid  to  the  landgrave  of  Hesse,  Frederic  II, 
by  George  III  of  England,  for  17,000  Hessians 
to  help  whip  George  Washington  and  retain 
the  American  colonies.  This  blood  money 
was  the  original  basis  of  the  vast  fortune  of 
the  Rothschilds.  It  was  deposited  with  Meyer 
Auselni  by  William  IX,  the  successor  of 
Fredcriv,  whose  example  was  followed  by 
other  ;'ror.t  ones  of  the  earth,  and  in  a  few 
years  iiie  agents  of  kings  and  princes  of 
Europe  were  flo<;king  to  Frankfort  to  nego- 
tiate loans  with  Rothschild  on  behalf  of  their 
mighty  patrons. 

The  $4<J,(;00,(.iOO,  which  was  obtained  on  de- 
posit, roniaiiicd  with  the  house  of  Rothschild 
nine  yearns  and  when  Napoleon  invaded  Ger- 
many in  the  interim,  the  money,  together 
with  other  valuables,  was  hidden  in  wine 
casks  in  Rothschild's  cellar,  but  the  conqueror 
never  tiiou;;ht  of  tapping  the  casks.  After 
peai-e  was  proclaimed,  and  William,  vrbo  had 
been  obliged  to  seek  safety  in  flight,  returned 
home,  old  Rothschild  was  dead,  but  his  son 
Anselm  haniled  over  to  the  prince  every  dol- 
lar of  the  $10,000,000,  and  tendered  him  an 
additional  2  per  cent,  interest  for  the  entire 
time  of  the  deposit.  The  prince  made  him  a 
present  of  the  interest 

The  elder  Rothschild  had  Ave  sons,  namely: 
Anselm,  who  succeeded  his  father  in  Frank- 
fort; Solomon,  of  Vienna;  Nathan  Meyer,  of 
Ix)ndon;  Charles,  of  Naples,  and  James,  of 
Pari.^.  According  to  their  father's  will,  the 
five  sons  were  to  constitute  but  one  firm,  in 
which  they  were  to  enjoy  equal  profits  and 
never  divide  the  fortune.  The  business  was 
to  be  managed  at  Frankfort  as  headquarters, 
to  which  great  money  center  all  the  profits 
from  the  other  moneyed  capitals  were  to  be 
raked  in. 

All  the  annual  settlements  were  made  at 
Frankfort,  and  the  brothers  met  there  onco  a 
year  for  a  general  conference.  This  system 
continues,  and,  though  the  original  five 
brothers  have  all  passed  over  to  the  majority, 
the  last  of  them,  James,  having  died  in  Paris 
iu  1S08,  at  the  ripe  age  of  70,  yet  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  house  in  the  large  cities  of 
Europe  anstain  the  principles  of  imion,  har- 
mouy  aui  ccnsolidation  laid  down  by  old 
Anselm  Meyer  Roihscluld. 

The  greatest  speou'ator  of  the  flvo  brothers 
was  Nathan  Meyer  Rothschild,  the  third  sou 
of  the  great  old  man.  Uo  made  the  grand 
hit  of  his  life  after  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 
He  kept  watching  the  movements  of  the  op- 
posing armies  on  the  continent,  and  followed 
Wellington  very  closely  as  be  approached  the 
famous  field.  It  seems  that  the  Iron  Duko 
was  not  at  all  pleased  with  Nathan's  atten- 
tion to  him,  as  he  took  him  for  either  a  spy 
or  an  assassin,  and  was  on  the  point  of  having 
him  arrested  several  times.  But  Nathan 
kept  his  imrpose  steadily  in  view,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  bullets  were  whizzing  around 
his  ears  in  showers.  He  sat  on  his  horse  on 
the  hill  of  Hougomont  with  i)crfect  com- 
posure, in  the  teeming  rain,  the  whole  after- 
noon, looking  upon  that  terrible  strugglo 
that  was  to  decide  the  destiny  of  nations, 
until  Rhicher  arrived  and  the  French  were 
put  to  rout.  As  soon  as  Nathan  saw  this  ho 
put  spurs  to  his  horse  and  made  all  possible 
haste  to  Brussels,  where  a  carriage  and  swift 
horses  wore  in  waitins  to  carry  him  to 
Ostend. 

At  daylight  the  next  morning  he  arrived 
on  the  Belgian  coast,  where  ho  found  it  ex- 
ceedingly diOlcult  to  obtain  a  boat,  the  sea 
being  very  rongh.  At  length  he  obtained  a 
boatman  as  courageous  as  himself,  who  un- 
dertook the  task  for  2,500f.,  and  landed  him 
at  Dover  iu  the  evening.  He  lost  no  tin^.e, 
but  with  relays  of  the  swiftest  horses  pushed 
forward  to  London,  and  was  on  the  exchange 
next  morning  ready  for  business  long  before 
the  opening  of  the  market.  This  was  the 
morning  of  the  20th,  only  a  day  and  two 
nights  after  the  battle  that  decided  tho  fate 
of  nations.  Nathan  had  performed  a  great 
feat  He  acted  his  role  welL  Like  the  great 
hero  whose  political  history  had  just  closed, 
Nathan  was  "grand,  gloomy  and  peculiar," 
in  the  financial  sense  of  the  phrase.  Ho  was 
an  embodiment  of  the  latest  information 
from  the  continent  The  great  operators 
flocked  around  him,  asking  him,  "What  is 
the  news?"  Nathan  sighed  heavily,  and 
seemed  reluctant  to  telL  Eventually  this 
important  piece  of  information  was  ex- 
torted from  him  in  strict  confidence : 
•'Blucher,  at  the  head  of  his  vast  army  of 
veterans,  was  defeated  by  Napoleon  at 
Ligny,  on  the  16th  and  17th  (of  June),  and 
there  can  bo  no  hope  for  Wellington  with 
his  comparatively  small  and  undisciplined 
force."  This  statement  was  substantially 
true— Blucher  had  been  repulsed  at  Ligny. 
The  duke  had  an  awkward  squad,  with  the 
exception  of  the  English,  the  Irish  and  the 
Scots  Greys,  to  marshal  in  fighting  order, 
but  he  "got  there  all  tho  same."  Nathan's 
secret  point  oozed  out,  and  in  less  than  an 
hour  after  opening  there  was  a  perfect  panic 
on  the  London  Stock  Exchange. 

Nathan  had  his  brokers  at  work,  first  sell- 
ing '"short,"  and  then,  when  tho  market 
reached  bedrock,  buying  on  the  "long"  side. 
He  bought  everything  that  he  could  raise, 
borrow  or  beg  the  money  for — consols, 
notes  and  bills.  When  the  news  of  Welling- 
ton's victory  arrivedjvforty -eight  hours  after 
Nathan  had  begun  to  manipulate  tho  mar- 
ket, and  when  he  was  "long"  of  everything 
that  he  had  money  or  credit  to  purchase, 
securities  went  up  with  a  boom.  Nathan 
realized  |6,000,00a 

Nathan  died  at  Frankfort,  at  tho  ago  of 
69,  in  1S30.  His  last  words  were,  "lie  is  go- 
ing to  kill  mel  Quick,  quick,  give  me  the 
gold  I"  His  death  created  a  padic  on  th» 
London  Stock  Exchange,  and  the  continen- 
tal bou/»es"  were  greatly  embarrassed  by  the 
the  event  The  interests  of  the  house  of 
Rothschild  are  now  scattered  orer  the  globe, 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  agsrrsgato  wealth 
of  all  the  branches  of  the  firm,  including  tho 
possessions  of  the  various  members  of  their 
families,  exceed*  11.000,000,000— one  billion 
of  dollars.— B6st««  Herald.

POET    WHITTiER'8    ADVICE. 


A    Chat     with      the    Qualter    Bard  —  Hto 
Friendly  lietter. 

My  acquaintance  with  the  poet  Whlttler 
dat^  from  a  lovely  summer  afternoon  just 
before  my  15th  birthday.  Whittier,  as  is 
well  known,  spends  much  of  tho  summer 
season  near  As^am  lake,  in  the  hilly  coun- 
try of  New  Hampshire.  As  my  father  then 
was  living  only  a  few  miles  from  this  sylvan 
spot,  he  and  I  drove  over  to  see  the  Quaker 
bard— known  to  us  hitherto  only  through  his 
poems.  I  shall  not  try  to  describe  the  tall, 
noblo  figure  and  delicate  yet  commanding 
features  with  which  we  are  all  familiar,  nor 
attempt,  eitber,  to  repeat  tho  sparkling  con- 
versation which  ensued. 

One  thing  especially  Impressed  me  at  the 
time,  and  will  never  be  forgotten.  Mr. 
Whittier  said  that  his  early  ambition  had 
been  to  become  a  prominent  politician,  and 
from  this  ideal  he  was  persuaded  only  by  the 
earnest  appeals  of  his  friends.  Taking  their 
advice,  he  united  with  the  persecuted  and  ob- 
scure sect  of  Abolitionists,  and  to  this  course, 
he  said  he  attributed  all  his  after  success  in 
life.  Then,  turning  to  me  and  laying  his 
hand  on  my  head,  he  remarked,  in  his  gentle 
voice:  *  My  lad,  if  thou  wotild'st  win  success, 
join  thyself  to  some  unpopular  but  noble 
cause." 

My  father  chanced  to  mention,  before 
leaving,  that  I  had  occasionally  written 
scraps  of  poetry.  Whittier  kindly  asked  me 
to  send  him  some  verses  on  my  return,  which 
I  readily  promised,  and,  armed  with  his  au- 
tograph, I  retreated  to  the  carriage,  happier, 
I  dare  say,  than  I  have  ever  been  before  or 
since. 

Some  da)^  afterward  I  mailed  to  ths  poel 
a  few  rhymes  which  l^ad  seen  light  in  a  re- 
ligious journal  published  In  Boston.  The 
reply,  as  dear  a  treasure  today  as  it  was 
then,  spoko  flatteringly  of  my  effort,  and 
olosed  with  the  following  advice: 

I  would  not  advise  thee  to  publish  much  for 
the  present.  In  two  or  three  years  much  will 
liave  been  gained  by  thee.  Study,  experience, 
close  obsenatlon  of  nature,  and  patient  brood- 
ing over  thy  verse  will  do  a  great  deal  for  thea. 
I  would,  however,  advise  uo  young  man  to  de- 
pend upon  poetry.  A  profession  or  trade  li 
needed ;  and  brave  work  must  be  done  In  a  world 
of  need  and  suffeiing.  With  kind  remembrance 
of  thy  father,  and  with  all  good  wishes  for  thy- 
self, I  am  truly  thy  f  r'd,

Sloamers  of  "The  Widow's  Acre." 

There  la  a  cemeterynear  Carondelet  which 
bears  the  quaint  appelationof  "The  Widow's 
Acre."  Probably  no  cemetery  about  St 
Louis  receives  so  much  attention  from  that 
class  of  mourners  as  does  this.  They  bring 
hundreds  of  quaint  de^'lce8  as  tokens  to  show 
that  the  memory  of  the  "dear  departed"  is 
still  fresh  in  their  miuds,  and  that  it  still 
claims  some  sacrifice  from  them.  The  grave- 
yard is  located  at  Bates  and  Oravois  road, 
and  such  numbers  of  women  in  weeds  alight 
from  the  South  Sixth  street  cars  that  a  'bus 
line  is  kept  busy  transporting  them.  The 
majority  of  these  husband  mourners,  strange 
to  say,  aro  young  women.  Some  of  them  are 
very  pretty,  and  their  rosy  cheeks,  bright 
eyes  and  siuooth,  plump  forms  almost  belie 
the  black  robes  in  which  the  owners  are  ar- 
rayed, but  which  seem  to  enhance  their 
charms  to  such  a  degree  as  to  make  it  almost 
suspicious  that  they  wear  tho  somber  garb 
more  for  effect  than  anything  else. 

But  the  groups  are  not  wholly  mado  up  of 
handsome,  buxom  youag  widows;  there  are 
ugly  old  widows  and  fat  widows,  monuments 
of  flesh,  which  musti  count  a  good  deal  in  the 
mourning  balance,  because  there  is  so  much 
there  to  mourn;  thin  widows  there  are  in 
plenty ;  In  short,  every  conceivable  type  of 
widow  gets  o£C  at  Bates  and  South  Broad- 
way. There  are  not  wanting  characters, 
either,  or  widows  with  histories.  Some  of 
their  histories  aro  of  deep  interest  and  full  of 
sorrovr,  whilo  not  a  few  cases  aro  pure  affeo- 
tation.  Some  go  iu  littio  parties,  and  the 
moment  theiucuml>ent  task  of  refreshing  the 
littio  mounds  is  complete  refreshments  are 
served,  and  it  is-a  jolly  party  in  black  that 
starts  on  tho  return.  Mjany  of  them,  how- 
ever, weep  all  tho  way  to  St.  Louis.  I  have 
in  mind  a  case  whera  a  young  widow  has 
been  coming  monthly  for  four,  years,  accom- 
panied by  an  aspiring  lowr.  Toget'aer  they 
water  and  tend  the  grave  of  €er  husband, 
who  died  two  weeks  after  the  marriage  cere- 
mony. She  insists  upon  postponing  the  wed- 
ding day,  though  the  couple  wore  engaged 
two  years  since.

The  town  crier,  by  tho  way,  I  found.  Is 
quite  an  important  personage  in  Whittiesea. 
Bo  is  an  old  nutn  named  Smith,  bom  there — 
"down  in  yon  iane,  sir,  nine-and-eixty  yean 
ago,  and  sound  and  'earty  yet,  »8  }  ou  may 
see."  These  were  his  own  words,  in  an  intsr- 
view  I  had  with  him  on  the  street  Every 
Thursday  they  told  me  he  dons  his  robe  of 
offlce,  takes  his  great  beU,  and  marches 
through  tho  town.  '"Ear  yel  'ear  yel"*  be 
cries — and  then  goes  on  to  annource  tho 
"losts  and  founds,"  cattle  for  sale,  booses  to 
rent,  and  tho  like.  Thursday  Is  the  regular  ciy 
day,  but  he  can  be  induced  for  a  shiUiug  or 
two  to  make  tho  rounds  at  any  time.  Smith 
is  also  the  beadle  aud  the  grave  digger,  and  I 
found  him  an  encyclopedia  of  information, 
concerning  the  hundreds  of  people  he  has  laid 
away  in  the  churchyard  during  his  loag  ser-

The  ArgeDtine  Bepublic's  Boom. 

The  British  legation  at  Buenos  Ayres  re- 
ports that  there  is  a  great  financial  and  com- 
mercial boom  in  the  Argentine  Republic. 
ExpKJrts  and  Imports  are  increasing  rapidly, 
the  public  debt — amounting  to  about  $90,- 
000,000— is  b  ing  rapidly  reduced,  and  the- 
credit  of  the  country  abroad  was  never  bet- 
ter. The  public,  however,  are  filled  with  the 
wildest  speculative  ideas,  their  operations 
varying  from  reckless  plunging  on  the  races 
to  transactions  involving  tracts  of  land  as 
big  as  empires.  An  inflated  paj)er  currency 
aids  this  si^irit,  and  the  British  legation  pre- 
dicts a  disastrous  panic,  but  says  that  the 
••natural  resources  of  the  Argentine  Republio 
are  so  great,  and  the  support  it  receives  from 
foreign  immigration  of  so  much  value,  that 
it  is  possible  that  speculation  may  return  to  le- 
gitimate channels  without  the  shock  of  finan- 
cial disaster.  "—New  York  Sun.

The  city  council  holde  an  adjourned  meet- 
ing tomorrow  night. 

One  ot  the  heaviest  froets  of  the  season 
occurred  laat  night. 

"All  the  telejjraph  operators  in  the  country 
were  broujtht  into  use  last  night. 

The  Michigan  Btwet  store  of  the  Fanona 
block  will  be  occupied  by  a  commission 
firm. 

The  front  of  the  Parson's  block  on  the 
Superior  street  side  will  be  put  in  the  last 
of  the  week. 

Work  has  been  commenced'on  the  Third 
story  of  the  Warner  block  next  to  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  building. 

^Joe  Murphy,  tbe^great  Irish  comedian 
Kerry  Qow,  has  an  engagement  at  the 
opera  house  for  next  month. 

Qeneral  business  was  neglected  largely  to- 
day, all  classes  being  too  eager  for  election 
returns  to  notice  anything  else. 

Nearly  all  the  offices  in  the  new  city  hal 
will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy 
before  the  extreme  cold  weather  approaches. 

The  evening  Democrat  has  decided  to  ap- 
pear as  a  daily  no  longer.  Thus  ends 
B.n  other  feeble  venture  in  the  ioumalistie 
field. 

A  new  tile  walk  is  to  be  laid  in  front  ot 
the  Duluth  Union  National  bank  building 
and  alao  on  the  avenue  side  ot  the  same 
block. 

The  streets  were  erowded  up  to  mid- 
night by  an  eager  anxious  crowd  of  men 
who  .ranted  to  know  how  the  election 
stood. 

The  report  that  John  O.  Brown,  ot 
Tower,  was  shot  yesterday  afternoon,  is  a 
canard.  He  is  unhurt  and  hale  and 
hearty. 

There  were  six  extra  telegraph  instru- 
ments in  operation  about  the  city  last  night, 
besides  those  regularly  need  by  the  com- 
panies. 

All  the  banks  in  the  city  were  closed  yes- 
terday, but  resumed  business  this  morning 
as  if  nothing  had  happened.  The  country 
is  still  safe. 

The  St.  Louis  hotel  lobby  was  filled  to 
overflowing  until  a  late  hour  last  night  and 
the  cheering  and  hurrahing  was  long  and 
enthuaiastic. 

For  the  nine  months  ending  September 
29th,the  earnings  of  the  Duluth, South  Shor 
t&  Atlantic  were  $1,074,981,  as  compared 
with  $1,080,516  for  the  same  period  in 
1887. 

A  man  giving  the  name  ot  James  Garey 
was  hit  last  evening  with  an  exploding  fire 
cracker  and  was  badly  kurned  about  the 
face.  He  was  taken  to  his  home  on  Sixth 
street  east. 

Such  fall  weather  as  this  is  enough  to 
make  a  p>eraon  extremely  happy  to  think 
he  is  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  reside 
here,  even  if  we  are  to  have  several  days  ot 
cold  weather  before  spring. 

Nearly  everybody  voted  yesterday  in  the 
city  who  had  a  right  to.  There  are  no  re- 
ports to  show  that  the  windows  at  any  of 
the  polling  precincts  were  closed  before  all 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  cast  their 
ballot. 

One  of  the  boatmen  on  Minnesota  Point 
complains  of  baring  had  two  row  boats 
stolen  from  the  dock  within  the  last  month. 
He  is  still  looking  for  the  thief  and  it  is  lia- 
ble to  go  hard  with  the  culprit  if  he  is  dis- 
covered. 

The  plans  tor  the  new  building  to  be 
erected  by  the  Minnesota  Loan  and  Trast 
Co.,  have  been  somewhat  'changed.  The 
structure  will  be  built  east  ot  the  American 
Exchange  bank,  but  work  will  not  be  com- 
menced until  spring. 

Another  narrow  escape  from  a  serious 
accident  on  Lake  avenue  "this  morning.  A 
delivery  horse  barely  passed  in  tropt 
of  an  engine  backing  up  without 
any  warning.

The  city  council  holds  anadjonrned  meet- 
ing tomorrow  night. 

One  of  the  heaviest  frosts  of  the  season 
occurred  last  night. 

"All  the  telegraph  operators  in  the  country 
were  brought  into  use  last  night. 

The  Michigan  itreet  store  of  the  Parton  « 
block  will  be  occupied  by  a  commission 
firm. 

The  front  of  the  Parson's  block  on  the 
Superior  street  side  will  be  put  in  the  last 
of  the  week. 

Work  has  been  commenced^on  the  Third 
story  of  the  Warner  block  next  to  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A,  building. 

Joe  Murphy,  the^reat  Irish  comedian 
Kerry  Gow,  has  an  engagement  at  the 
opera  hones  for  next  month. 

Qeneral  business  was  neglected  largely  to- 
day, all  classes  being  too  eager  for  election 
returns  to  notice  anything  else. 

Nearly  all  the  offices  in  the  new  city  hal 
will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy 
before  theextremecold  weather  approaches. 

The  evening  Democrat  has  decided  to  ap- 
pear as  a  daily  no  longsr.  Thus  ends 
»nother  feeble  venture  in  the  journalistic 
field. 

A  new  tile  walk  is  to  be  laid  in  front  of 
the  Uuluth  Union  National  bank  building 
and  also  on  the  avenue  side  of  the  same 
block. 

The  strests  were  crowded  up  to  mid- 
night by  an  eager  anxious  crowd  of  men 
who  wanted  to  know  how  the  election 
stood. 

The  report  that  John  G.  Brown,  of 
Tower,  was  shot  yesterday  afternoon,  is  a 
canard.  He  is  unhurt  and  hale  and 
hearty. 

There  were  six  extra  telegraph  instru- 
ments in  operation  about  the  city  last  night, 
besides  those  regularly  used  by  the  com- 
panies. 

All  the  banks  in  the  city  were  closed  yes- 
terday, but  resumed  business  this  morning 
as  if  nothing  had  happened.  The  country 
is  still  safe. 

The  St.  Louis  hotel  lobby  was  filled  to 
overflowing  until  a  late  hour  last  night  and 
the  cheering  and  hurrahing  was  long  and 
enthusiastic. 

For  the  nine  months  ending  September 
29thitbe  earnings  of  the  Dulutb, South  Shor 
&  Atlantic  were  $1,074,981,  as  compared 
with  11,080,516  for    the   same   ptriod    in 

1887. 

A  man  giving  the  name  of  James  Oarey 
was  hit  last  evening  with  an  exploding  fire 
cracker  and  was  badly  burned  about  the 
face.  He  was  taken  to  his  home  on  Sixth 
street  east. 

Such  fall  weather  as  this  is  enough  to 
make  a  person  extremely  happy  to  think 
he  is  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  reside 
here,  even  if  we  are  to  have  several  days  of 
cold  weather  before  spring. 

Nearly  everybody  voted  yesterday  in  the 
city  who  had  a  right  to.  There  are  no  re- 
ports to  show  that  the  windows  at  any  of 
the  polling  precincts  were  closed  before  all 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  cast  their 
ballot. 

One  of  the  boatmen  on  Minnesota  Point 
complains  of  having  had  two  row  boats 
stolen  from  the  dock  within  the  last  month. 
He  is  still  looking  for  the  thief  and  it  is  lia- 
ble to  go  hard  with  the  culprit  if  he  is  dis- 
covered. 

The  plans  for  the  new  building  to  be 
erected  by  the  Minnesota  Loan  and  Trust 
Co.,  have  been  somewhat  'changed.  The 
structure  will  be  built  east  of  the  American 
Exchange  bank,  but  work  wiTl  not  be  com- 
menced until  spring. 

Another  narrow  escape  from  a  serious 
accident  on  Lake  avenue  this  morning.  A 
delivery  horse  barely  passed  in  front 
of  an  engine  backing  up  without 
any  warning.  The  driver  was  sufficiently 
frightened  for  a  few  minutas. 

A  fight  occured  just  at  the  close  of  the 
polls  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  fourth  ward 
which  resulted  in  one  Dane  receiving  a 
black  eye  while  another  foreigner  got  off 
with  a  bruised  cheek  bone.  Both  contest- 
ants were  arrested  and  jugged. 

The  weather  is  favorable  again  for  build- 
ing and  street  work  and  contractors  ar« 
improving  it  as  rapidly  as  possible.  There 
is  but  little  more  to  be  done  in  the  public 
contracts  in  the  city  except  on  First  and 
Michigan  street  aIi;other  large  jobs  as  well  as 
most  of  the  smaller  ones  being  about  com- 
pleted. 

Now  that  the  great  day  of  the  year  has 
passed,  the  American  people  will  settle 
down  to  the  general  run  of  business.  It  is 
expected  that  mercantile  trade  will  be 
more  brisk,  real  estate  more  active  and 
that  all  cla8s*>s  of  business  will  improve 
and  that  the  Zenith  city  will  be  more  pros- 
perous this  winter  than  ever  before.

A  Tery  Interesting  letter  conld  be  written 
apon  the  heroism  in  the  clerical  serrloe  of 
the  government.

clerk  was  taken  ill,  and  was  liable  to  be  re- 
moTed  from  the  service  for  having  his  labor 
gobehli,'  The  Clark  who  had  Just  learned 
to  write  with  bia  left  band  turned  In  at 
nights  and  carried  the  books  of  his  friend, 
doing  the  foil  service  of  two  clerks,  so  that 
no  complaint  could  be  made  in  the  prolonged 
absence  of  the  invalid,  who  in  the  course  of 
time  recovered  and  came  back  to  his  desk 
having  sulMtsted  In  the  meantime  upon  the 
■alary  e-^  ed  xor  him  byteother.  who  would 
take  no  pay  for  bia  labor.— "Oath's"  Wash- 
ington Le*tar  in  Cincinnati  Enquirer.

A  BAKER'S  PROFITS. 

Wliat  •  Uarrel  of   Flour   is    Worth  when 
Made  into  Bread. 

A  baker  will  toss  a  barrel  of  ;fiour  into  a 
trough.  Then  he  tosses  104  pounds  of 
water  on  top  of  it.  A  quantity  of  yeast 
IS  added,  and  then  the  jolly  baker  has  300 
pounds  of  dough  to  operate  on.  The  300 
pounds  cost  him  $5.  In 
order  the         dough  is 

•"t"  "*"«**."  l>iKh  loa'vea,  and  oth«  s"tyTes 
of  the  same  quality.  The  oven's  heat  re- 
duces che  300  pounds  of  dough  to  '>60 
pounds  of  bread.  The  baker  sells  his  bread 
at  the  rate  of  four  cents  a  pound,  or  at  an 
advance  of  over  80  per  cent  over  >-hat  it 
cost  him. 

There  are  1,400  bakers,  great  and  smal  I 
in  this  city,  and  to  them  is  committed  the 
trust  of  sijpplying  bread  for  1,300  000 
persons.  There  are  many  bakers  in  this 
city  who  make  1,300  loaves  of  bread  per 
day  and    sell    it    for    from    $80  to  $1.50 

Little  money  18  lost  in  the  business,  and 
most  bakers  do  a  cash  trade.  It  is  very 
seldom  that  bakers  fail.  The  business  is 
steady,  reliable,  and  attended  by  very  few 
risks,  unless  incompetent  workmen  — 
American  Analyst.

The  country  women  evidently  believe  in 
"beauty  unadorned,"  the  universal  garb  of 
the  mestlxas  (of  Indian  and  Spanish  blood) 
being  a  single  short,  scant  skirt  over  a  low- 
necked    chemise.      Perched     behind     their 
seronesof  fruit  and  vegetables,  their  wedges 
of  cheese  and  loaves  of  coarse  brown  sugar 
or  be«ide  a  double  row  of  bottles  of  guarape 
(the  fermentetl  juice  of  thesugarcane) ,  they 
expatiate  upon  the  merits  of  their  merchan- 
dise in  glib  Castiliano.    The  young  women 
of   Costa    Rica  are    decidedly    handsome, 
with  regular  features,  fine  complexione,and 
lull,  round  figures.    The  exhilarating  air  of 
the  mountains  tones  down  the    carnation 
richness  of  the  Spanish  blood  and  suffuses 
it    with    a    pearly    hue.    There    are    some 
bronred    and    mottled    faces    even  amona 
young     girls,     and     not     a      few     cases 
of  the      horrible     goitre.

A  CRACKER  BAKERY. 


AN     EXTENSIVE     BRANCH     OF     THE 
8TEAIM     BAKING    BUSINESS. 


Btixliis  the  Doajh— Work  of  tlio  Don^^b 
ProMei^-Shoveling  tho  Batch  Into  tli« 
B«el  Oven— Cooklm  the  Ci-ackors— Pacl»- 
Inc— Preparing  Cakes,  Etc 

The  first  step  in  the  manufacture  of  crack- 
ers^irhlch  is  by  far  the  most  extensive  branch 
of  the  steam  baking  business,  is  to  mix  ths 
doogb.  A  half  barrel  or  so  of  flour  is  dumped 
Into  a  wooden  vat  and  lard,  yeast,  salt  and 
posKJbly  one  or  two  other  ingredients  to  vary 
the  grade  of  tho  manuf  actiired  product,  are 
mixed  with  the  mass.  Several  buckets  of 
water  are  thrown  in,  and  a  white  aproned 
kneader,  with  a  square  canvas  baker's  cap  on 
his  bead,  rolls  ap  his  sleeves  io  the  armpits 
and  pitches  in.  AYhen  be  has  agitated  the 
mass  sufficiently  It  la  allowed  to  stand  over 
nlgfat  and  "rise."  Not  only  one,  but  a  num- 
bercf  Tats  ore  fllleil  with  embryonic  crack- 
era  and  left  to  ferment  in  the  same  way. 

In  the  morning  the  hands  como  to  work  at 
8  o'clock  and  begin  the  task  of  the  day.  Ths 
dough  Is  exhumed  in  masses  from^he  depths 
of  the  receptacles  and  flungdown  a  chute  to 
a  lower  floor.  The  dough  presser,  a  machine 
whosA  name  expresses  Its  use,  absorbs  the 
Btioky  mass  Into  its  great  iron  jaws  and  rolls 
it  .'out  Into  cakes  about  an  inch  thick  by 
foroing  it  through  an  elongated  aperture  of 
the  required  diameter.  It  Is  now  ready  for 
thocutter,  wliioh  machine  divides  the  dough 
l,nto  sqaares  of  proper  dimensions  ready 
for  baking. 

•  The  proceas.of  division  is  very  simple.  The 
dough  Is  forced  under  a  roller,  which  pres&es 
Itto  the  proper  thickness  and  runs  it  under 
a  stamper  worked  by  steam.  Tho  stamper 
cuts  the  flat  ca.^  into  squares  and  dents  the 
surface  with  a  number  of  little  depressions. 
The  firm  name  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
factory  is  also  stamped  upon  tho  top.  The 
thin  ribbons  of  surplus  dough  which  run 
along  the  margin  of  the  batch  are  removed 
by  the  hands  of  two  small  boys  who  occupy 
seats  by  the  machine. 

The  next  [process  is  to  shovel  it  into  the 
oven.  The  reel  oven  Js  the  variety  most  used 
for  baking  crackers,  which  are  consiiiered  a 
comjwiratlvely  coarse  product.  An  immense 
pair  of  wheels  connected  by  transverse  bars 
of  iron  are  suspended  over  a  seething  brick 
furnace  In  such  a  manner  as  to  be  easily  re- 
volved by  the  hand  of  an  operator.  A  num- 
ber of  huge  flat  sheets  of  iron  are  suspended 
from  the  transverse  rods  somewhat  after  the 
fashion  of  a  scale  pan  hanging  from  a  beam's 
end.  One  of  thaaheets  Js  kept  constantly  at 
thamoutb  of  the  apertnre  in  the  side  of  the 
oven-wjiere  the  unbaked  crackers  are  to  be 
pat  in  for  baking. 

COOKISO  THS  CBACSEBS. 

An  operator  with  a  large,  thin  wooden 
shovel  runs  tbeiOat  blade  tmder  a  section  of 
the  cat  and  pressed  dough,  and  placing  It 
upon  the  iron  sheet,  suddenly  withdraws  it. 
This  process  is  repeated  until  the'  sheet  is 
filled^  when  a  turn  of  the  wheel  shoots  It  out 
over  the  heated  coals  in  tho  furnace,  and  at 
the  same  time  brings  the  next  sheet,  whose 
freight  has  been  cooking  for  some  time  and 
isxiow  entiivly  done  before  the  mouth  of  the 
orlficei.  A  huge  wooden  rake,  operated  by 
haod,;palls  the  crackers  off  Into  the  baskets, 
where  tho  force  of  tho  fall  breaks  the  thin 
strips  of  brittle  bread  which  bind  them  to- 
gether, and  th^  are  full  fledged,  ready  baked 
crackers. 

'If  the  crackers  were  packed  into  boxes  im- 
mediately after  being  raked  from  the  oven, 
they  would  "sweat"  and  retain  an  enlarged 
thickness  given  them  by  the  excessive  heat. 
So  the^y  ore  dumped  upon  large,  flat  coonters 
to^dry  before  they  are  put  into  the  labeled 
boxes  or  barrels  hi  whioh  they  are  sold.  This 
Is  the  osoal  process  employed  in  the  manu- 
f  actore  of  crackers.  In  some  of  the  larger 
factories  they  oro  raked  o£F  when  cooled  into 
troughs  with  sliding  bottoms,  which  empty 
them  into  chutes  by  which  they  are  conveyed 
np  or  down  stairs.  Nearly  all  of  the  reel 
ovens  have  the  same  •  c^>acit7.  Twelve  flat 
sheets  are  the  usual  complement,  and  each 
sheet  is  just  large  enough  to  contain  six  rows 
of  seventy-two  crackerseach.  Each  row  is  a 
spadeful  Each  oven,  therefore,  contains 
I,5d4-craoker8  baking. aJb one  time.  The  large 
houses  have  from  three,  to  five  ovens.  If 
these  ovens  are  operated,  .the  number  baking 
abaae  time  would  bo  9,762. 

The  finest  grades  of  cakes,  such  as  maca- 
roons, citron,  cream  and  jelly  roUs,  are  too 
delicate  to  be  trusted  always  to  reel  ovens, 
and  In  many  factories  arc  baked. in  the  oid 
fashioned  Dutch  affairs,  which  impart  such 
a  delicious  flavor  to  the  cooking  of  our  grand- 
mothers. The  methods  of  preparing  ^tbese 
cakas  differ  widely.  Chocolate  icing  is  put 
on  by  dropping  the  cake  upon  its  flat  surface 
Into  a  bucket  of  liquid  chocolat<«  and  scrap- 
ing off  the  surplus  from  the  edges  with  a 
knife.  Stampers  of  proper  desigu  will  im- 
print upon  dough  almost  any  variety  of  de- 
vice Horseoakes,  so  dear  to  the  heart  of 
the  rural  urchin,  ore  cutout  in  large  num- 
bers from  molasses  dough  by  a  number  of 
stamps  operated  at  once.  The  devices  re< 
sorted  to  in  the  manufacture  of  the  almost 
numberless  grades  of  cakes  and  crackers 
which  ftre  turned  out  by  a  first  class  factory 
are«f  endless  variety. — Baltimore  Herald. 


A    WEDDING    IN    RUSSIA. 


Tlie     Gaests     and     "Assistants" — Old    Cas- 
toms — The  Maiden's  Braid. 

The  guests  are  far  more  numerous  at  a 
Bosslan  than  at  an  English  wedding. 
They  are  invited  to  be  "assistants"  at  the 
wedding.  The  witness,  who  is  generally  the 
grandest  of  the  "connections"  of  the  family, 
18  the  most  important  person.  He  pays  tho 
priest's  fees.  Then  ceme  the  ladles  of  honor 
and  the  hridemen.  Tho  latter  have  to  pur- 
chase sweetmeats  for  the  bridemaids.  The 
"boyarin,"  who  carries  the  sacred  picture  of 
Christ  in  silver  and  gilt,  is  generally  a  little 
boy.  When  the  party  arrives  at  the  church 
it  is  his  duty  to  baud  the  pictures  to  the 
"reader,"  who  places  them  behind  tho  "royal 
gates"  or  leaning  against  the  altar  screen. 

The  old  nurse,  or  hou.<iekeeper,.  superin- 
tends the  carrying  of  the  dowry  from  the 
house  of  the  bride  to  that  of  her  future  hus- 
band, and  arranges  everything  for  the  use  of 
the  bride.  There  is  no  law  as  to  the  number 
of  bridemaids  or  the  their  costumes.  The 
dressee  are  not  all  alike.  On  the  eve  of  the 
wedding  day  sometimes  a  "farewell  girls' 
party"  is  given.  No  gentleman  attends  this. 
All  those  present  must  be  from  the  unmar- 
ried. They  sing  choruses,  chase  each  other 
in  the  garden  and  romp  to  their  heart's  con- 
tent They  devour  any  amount  of  tea,  ice 
cream,  lemonade  and  sweetmeats.  After 
supper  they  say  farewell,  and  leave  the  in- 
tended bride  very  eschausted  in  view  of  the 
ceremonies  of  the  following  day. 

The  old  custom  is  for  the  betrothed  pair  to 
fast  (eat  nothing)  on  the  day  of  their  mar- 
riage until  tho  ceremony,  which,  in  tho 
family  of  a  noble,  alwaj-s  takes  place  in  tho 
evening.  This  makes  the  day  most  tiresome 
to  a  girl.  Tho  bride  distributes  her  cast  off 
girlish  toys,  ribbons  and  Jewelry  to  her  com- 
paniona  Those  things  are  called  "maiden 
beauty."  The  peasant  girls  cut;up  and  divide 
among  their  companions,  on  their  wedding 
day,  the  long  ribbons  which  aro  fastened  at 
the  end  of  tho  plait  of  hair  which  hangs 
down  the  back.  These  peasants,  immediately 
after  their  marriage,  have  the  hair  braided 
in  two  plaits  and  wound  about  the  head,  then 
covered  with  a  sort  of  tight  cap  tied  behind, 
or  with  a  cotton  or  silk  handkerchief. 

When  at  Pargola,  in  Ploland,  I  often  saw 
the  unmarried  girls  trooping  along  in  the 
eventide,  band  in  hand,  singing  their  weird 
melodies,  and  friends  told  me  to  notice  the 
<lifference  in  the  stylo  of  the  hair  of  the  un- 
married and  the  married.  Tho  married 
women  have  in  addition,  under  the  invariable 
handkerohief ,  a  little  piece  of  linen,  a  lappet 
about  the  size  of  a  florin,  hanglBg  over  the 
center  of  tho  forehead.  This  is  a  more  evi- 
dent proof  of  marriage  than  wearing  a  wed- 
ding ring.  When  tho  women  begin  to  braid 
up  the  hair  they  sing  part  of  a  wedding  songi 
"Ahl  xny  braid,  my  braid  of  maiden  hair. 
Ah  k  soon  shall  tt  be  divided  intwoP'— Cas- 
selFs  Mwazine.

Fourth  Street  as  a  Klval  to  Superior.

grocery  business.  Their  trade  has  increased 
so  that  they  have  been  compelled  to  seek 
larger  and  more  commodious  quarters.

THE  WORK  OOINO  ON  AT  OBABST  POINT— A  BIO 
DOCK  FOR  THE  IRON  COMPANY  AND  A  C0^^■ 
TOM  ROL.U.VO  MILL. 

Now  that  the  excitement  consequent  on 
the  election  is  over  the  minds  of  the  pfopls 
revert  once  more  to  what  had  been  of  ab- 
sorbing interest  before.  The  growth  of 
manufacturing  industries  and  the  business 
boom  of  West  Duluth  have  not  stopped 
duriiifi  the  few  days  when  the  attention  of 
the  public  has  been  turned  to  other  nud 
more  important  8abjt»ctB.  At  all  the 
manufactories  ot  West  Duluth  the  building 
liooiu  continues,  and  the  buildinijH  of  the 
Iron  and  Steel  company  and  the  Minnesota 
Car  company  are  rapidly  goiui;  on 
toward  completion.  At  the  Iron  &  Steel 
company "s  workfi  the  cast  house  and  en 
nine  houHP  are  cornplete<l  except  for  the 
roof,  and  the  groat  stack  is  more  than  half 
way  up,  while  work  is  bein);  pushed  rapidly 
on  other  buildings.  Duiriuk;  the  winter  a 
great  coal  and  merchandise  dock,  capable 
of  holding  the  entire  supply  ot  cokI  ne-'iijd 
for  a  mx  month's  run,  as  well  as  the  Inr^e 
amount  of  limestone  and  other  merchan- 
dise needed  and  the  pig  iron  to  be  shipped 
by  water,  will  be  built.  It  is  inteaded  to  " 
have  this  dock  ready  for  business  by  the 
opening  of  navigation,  and  there  will  be  a 
demand  for  it  too. 

At  the  Minnesota  Car  company's  im- 
mense plant  across  Ontral  avenue 
from  the  blast  furnace,  the  bad 
weather  of  the  past  week  has 
seriously  incommoded  operations  and  the 
brick  wails  of  the  rolling  mill  are  already 
beginning  to  run.  This  mill  will  not  only 
do  the  rolling  mill  work  for  the  Car  com- 
pany but  it  is  intended  to  do  custom  work 
for  any  manufacturers  who  may  deiire, 
which  fact  will  in  itself  have  great  influence 
in  drawing  smaller  manufacturers  o(,  iron 
and  steel  to  the  neighborhood.  Lumber 
for  the  other  buildings  oj  the  Car  company 
is  nearly  all  on  the  ground  and  the  work 
of  framing  and  erecting  the  great  structures 
is  alreaiy  underway.  By  the  middle  of 
next  week  all  the  timber  needed  will  be  on 
the  spot.  Stone  for  footing  and  foundation 
walls  is  already  all  <n  place. 

Now  that  the  agitation  regarding  free 
trade  is  over  and  there  is  assurance  that 
the  country  will  not  be  troubled  by  a  need- 
less change  in  the  existing  tariffs  to  the 
detiment  of  all  manufactures,  a  great  im- 
petus will  be  given  to  all  industries  that 
would  naturally  locate  in  the  northwest 
and  a  boom  in  mauufacturiug  in  Ouluth 
will  undoubtedly  result.  There  is  now  a 
makes  of  a  new  pattern  of  cooking  stoves, 
ilairaed  to  be  wonderfully  economical  in 
point  of  fuel  and  heat,  who  is  looking  for 
a  location  at  Duluth  and  will  quite  possi- 
bly come  here.  It  so  he  will  employ  fully 
three  hundred  men  from  the  out- 
t<et.  The  stove  intended  to  be 
made  is  a  new  patent,  patented  only  a 
ye;ir  i,T  two  ago,  and  from  all  accounts  is  a 
tine  thing.  There  is  no  doubt  that  stove 
making  at  Duluth  would  be  immensely 
profitable.  Any  candid  man  looking  care- 
fully over  the  situation  will  readily  admit 
that  stove  works  here  will  pay  much  better 
than  in  Detroit  or  other  eastern  and  central 
places.  Other  enterprises  are  on  the  move 
and  there  is  a  future  that  certainly  looks 
bright  for  Duluth. 

A  new  map-has  just  been  issued  and  is 
now  ready  for  distribution  by  the  West 
Duluth  Laud  company  ot  their  additions, 
giving  the  location  of  the  different  buildings 
of  the  Iron  and  Car  works  as  well  as  hotels, 
depots,  tracks  and  all  lots.

Those  will  remain  there  as  long  as 
vessels  can  make  tbeir   way   from   Duluth 

down  the  shore.  The  season  has  i)een  a 
remarkably  good  one  at  the  island,  tish 
having  been  plenty  and  in  good  demand,  in 
fact  the  demand  for  Lake  Suj)erior  white- 
fl4h  and  trout  is  growing  so  rapidly  alt  over 
the  west  and  southwest  that  it  can- 
not ba  supplied.  In  the  season  just  past, 
fishermen  have  caught  a  great  many  of  the 
young  hah  planted  in  the  lake  by  the  state 
commission  in  late  years,  these  tish  haying 
now  begu^  to  arrive  at  a  size  and  age  when 
they  becosie  valuable.  If  there  had  at  any 
time  boen  doubt  of  the  value  to  the  fishing 
inducttry  and  to  Duluth  of  this  system  of 
planting  white-tish  and  trout  the  experience 
of  this  season  will  quickly  dispel  such  doubt. 
Of  the  total  catch  a  very  large  proportion 
hove  been  of  the  planted  fish,  and  the  lake, 
which  three  or  tour  years  ago  seemed  about 
to  become  depleted  ot  these  magnificent 
food  fish,  contains  now  more  than 
ever.  1  here  is  no  reason  why  Lake  Su- 
perior should  not  bo  a  vast  food  reservoir 
and  the  establishment  of  the  new  hatchery, 
the  greatest  in  the  world,  will  do  much  to 
make  it  so. 

A  new  fiah  firm,  composed  ot  experi- 
enced men  in  the  buninees  and  backed  by  a 
large  amount  ot  capital,  is  now  making  ar- 
rangements to  move  its  entire  plant  from 
one  ot  the  lower  lakes  to  Duluth.  Their 
coming  will  give  a  wider  market  and  com- 
petition, and  will  aid  in  making  this  city, 
what  it  is  surely  destined  to  bs,  a  stu- 
pendous fish  market.  Already  Duluth 
handles  more  fresh  fish  than  all  other 
points  on  Lake  Superior  combinetl,  and 
this  trade  is  destined  to  grow  rapidly.

Glimpses  of  Ufo  in  Southern  CalUorula. 
The  Cbapel  of  Tala— Among  the  Basket 
Slakers  —  Mortars  for  Grinding  Grain. 
Scepes  at  the  Races. 

Tho  chapel  of  Pola  is  a  long,  barren,  seat^ 

less  hall,  with  rude  tiled  floor,  roofed  with 
red  tiles  taken  from  Temecula.  Rude  paint- 
ings decorate  tho  walls,  and  the  altar  orna- 
ments, though  meager,  are  of  the  poorest 
description.  Tourists  and  curiosity  hunters 
have  depleted  the  place.  It  was  a  gala  time 
at  Pala,  and  all  the  Inhabitants  from  far  and 
near  had  assembletl  to  celebrate  the  fiesta  of 
its  patron  saint,  San  Luis  Rey.  A  stone's 
throw  from  the  chapel  or  mission  was  the 
ramada,  about  which  the  festivities  centered. 
This  was  a  brush  structure,  made  of  inter- 
woven green  willow  branches,  about  fifty 
feet  square,  flat  upon  tho  top,  with  the  open- 
ings, which  extended  completely  through 
dividing  the  ramada  into  three  parts.  In 
the  center  was  the  square  dancing  platform, 
with  benches  on  each  side,  while  the  sides  of 
the  ramada  proper  were  divided  int«  booths 
appropriated  by  dealers  of  various  kinds. 

It  is  at  night  that  the  fiesta  really  begins. 
Vehicles  of  all  descriptions  have  been  arriv- 
ing all  the  afternoon,  unloading  entire  fam- 
ilies, the  women  Wapped  In  tho  inevitable 
black  shawl,  the  men  in  sombreros  and  long 
frock  coats,  riders  on  horseback,  some  on 
mules,  until  by  8  o'clock  tho  rumada  was 
thronged  with  an  eager,  hard  drinking,  but 
good  humored,  crowd.  A  few  lamps  and 
candles  were  distributed  about,  and  the  ra- 
mada became  picturesque  even  in  its  somber- 
ness.  The  band,  two  goitars  and  a  vioUn, 
struck  up  "La  Paloma,"  and  soon  after  was 
almost  drowned  by  the  shuffling  feet  of  the 
dancers  upon  tho  sanded  floor.  Among  the 
lookers  on  were  descendants  of  tho  old  mis- 
sion Indians,  the  Cahuilos,  Diegenos,  and 
others. 

The  fiesta  has  commenced  and  all  is  sup- 
posed to  be  as  merry  as  tho  tradional  mar- 
riage bell,  yet  to  the  strangers  there  it  is  a 
very  solemn  affair.  Tho  segregation  between 
the  sexes  seems  to  be  complete.  Tho  young 
men  in  their  long  coats,  when  not  taking  a 
band  at  the  various  games  of  chance  or 
drinking,  sit  silently  by  upon  a  bench  smok- 
ing cigarettes,  while  the  senoritas  dispose 
themselves  upon  an  equally  hard  bench  upon 
tho  opposite  side  of  the  dancing  platform. 
There  is  no  conversation,  no  small  talk  flir- 
tation or  coquetry  beyond  the  speaking  black 
eyes.  When  tho  violin  and  guitars  strike 
up  the  opening  dance  the  young  men  sol- 
emnly walk  over  to  the  young  ladies  and  lead 
them  out,  after  the  dance  as  solemnly  es- 
corting them  back  again.  The  young  men 
had  their  wine  and  their  cigarettes,  and  oc- 
casionally lost  a  dollar  at  the  games,  but  the 
senoritas  bought  their  own  tomalls  and 
other  refreshments.  As  tho  night  wore  on 
wine  flowed  moro  freely,  betting  bec^pe 
more  vigorous,  and  laugtiing  and  sbonffng 
were  occasionally  heard,  acnd  but  once  any 
IniUeation  of  serious  by  play. 

At  I'auma,  ten  miles  up  tho  Pala  valley, 
another  mission  was  visited.  Hero  were 
larger  ramadas  and  many  Indian  houses  with 
a  tullo  or  willow  annex.  The  old  chief,  who 
was  barefooted  and  hooded  with  a  stovepipe 
hat  several  decades  old,  greeted  us  cordially, 
displayed  his  dancing  dross  of  eagle  feathers, 
and  stepped  a  measure  for  our  etiiflcation. 
His  house  was  of  adobe^  with  a  mmada  of 
tulle  or  willow— literally  a  summer  kitchen, 
where  tho  family  lounged  and  lived, 
BThe  interior  of  the  house,  though  floorless, 
was  clean,  and  tho  family,  a  large  one,  sat 
aroond  eyeing  ns  with  curiosity.  In  every 
bonse  were  seem  baskets,  mortars  and  mat- 
ates,  the  only  evidence  of  art  among  these 
peopla  Mortars  were  found  in  var*ious  local- 
ities lying  about  the  fields,  several  weighing 
130  pounds  in  front  of  tho  old  misrjon,  while 
others,  probably  broken  Intentianally,  pro- 
truded from  tho  ground  within  the  great 
adobe  wall  in  tho  garden,  with  itE  old  olives 
and  vines  planted  by  the  padres.  The  mor- 
tars range  from  small  ones  weighing  fivo 
pconds  to  those  weighing  270  pounds.  They 
were  the  primitivo  vessels  for  grinding  com. 
"Who  mado  them  the  preeent  Indians  do  not 
know,  and  when  asked  wbero  they  got  them 
they  reply  thai;  ttnaj  found  them,  which  is 
probably  trua,  as  the  writer  has  unearthed 
numbers  on  tho  s^pes  of  the  Teniecala  range 
and  elsewhere.  They  were  made  by  the  an- 
cestors of  the  prasent  Indians^  worn  out  after 
years  of  grinding  and  patient  labor.  Some 
are  of  heavier  cranitiu  rook,  while  others 
are  of  volcanic  origin,  many  boing  of  regu- 
lar shape,  showing  that  the  makers  had  some 
Idea  Df  beauty  of  form. 

Wlxile  tho  stone  implements  of  these  people 
are  ioiieresting  the  baskets  show  them  to  have 
poBBQSsed  much  artistic  feeling.  In  many  of 
tho  adobes  or  huts  of  the  Cahuila,  Pauma  or 
Panhaaga  Indians  old  women  were  seen  weav- 
ing baskets.  They  rat  upon  the  ground,  tailor 
fashion,  with  bundles  of  material  by  their 
sides,  working  at  the  basket  wbicJh  would 
take  tbem  two  weeks  to  finish  and  which  $2 
could  bay.  The  baskets  are  to  these  people 
■what  tinware  is  to  the  whites.  One  is  a 
tnmk  and  holds  tho  wardrobe  of  tho  sqoaws. 
Another  and  smaller  one  serves  as  a  tobacco 
poach.  An  old  squaw  is  sifting  gratn  with  a 
plaque  of  baaketwarc.  Another  is  cooking 
tood  in  a  largo  basket  iu  which  the  water  ha;i 
been  heated  by  the  introduction  ok  bot  stones. 
Qrapw  ai«  heaped  in  the  largesl^,  whUe  very 
small  specimens  are  iised  in  a  variety  of 
ways. 

In  t^nma  baskets  could  be  found  in  every 
house,  though  none  of  the  owners  seesned  par- 
ticularly desirous  of  parting  with  them.  In 
one  broken  down  adobe  visited  were  three 
old  squaws  and  an  old  man.  In  response  to 
a  request  for  baskets  the  latter  sang  a  song, 
in'.which  he  told  tho  story  of  the  basket  mak- 
ers of  old.  Throwing  a  coat  over  his  arm  he 
assnmed  a  position  similar  to  a  negro  when 
about  to  pat  time,  and  commenoed  to  sing  a 
weird  commingling  of  sounds  in  old  Cahuila, 
every  line  ending  in  "A-a-ah-ah,"  followed 
by  an  aspirating  sound  almost  astJimatio.  In 
this  tb""  old  squaws  crouching  near  in  the 
ramada  Jodned.  At  the  first  notes  the  Mexi- 
cans at  the  large  ramada  came  dashing  up 
upon  their  ponies,  and  soon  the  oki  chief  was 
tk&  center  of  a  picturesque  group.  The  at- 
tention and  applause  seemed  to  excite  him, 
as  bo  redoubled  his  efforts,  waving  his  arms 
wildly,  pointing  to  the  four  points  of  the 
compass,  and  stamping  upon  tho  ground.  The 
entire  assemblage  joined  in  the  "A  a-ah-ah," 
giving  it  a  rising,  and  falling  inflection. 
1^  As  the  crowd  dispersed  at  the  termination 
of  this  entertainment  tho  women  and  chil- 
dren caroe  pouring  out  of  tho  mission  of 
Panma,  where  they  had  been  listening  to 
mass  and  confessing  tKe  sins  of  the  past  six 
months.  They  were  coming  to  see  the  races 
and  fell  back  as  a  dozen  or  moro  broncos 
dashed  by  in  a  cloud  of  dust. 

"Thys  is  fine  racing,"  said  Don  Centos, 
"but  you  should  have  sf-cn  the  mission  in  tha 
old  ^ys  when  thousands  of  Indians  and  Cos- 
tlUans  joined  in  the  sport.  |l'hero  was  riding 
t<rryou!  1  have  seen  my  brother,"  he  con- 
tinued, "take  a  shield  of  hide  not  over  three 
feet  square  and  ride  aroimd  an  Indian  who 
was  firing  at  I'iin  and  receive  every  arrow 
upon  th"  shield;  this  at  a  dead  run."— South- 
ern California  Letter  in  New  York  Times. 
Flowers  for  loidy  Friends.

THE    MAXIM    MACHINE    GUN.

Shots    at    tho    Bate    of   Ten    Per 
Ctlllzins    the    Becoil. 

But  great  as  is  our  admiration  for  the 
Gardner  and  Gatling  gims,  it  must  give  way 
before  the  astonishment  and  wonder  excited 
by  another  American  invention  but  very  re- 
cently perfected  It  is  the  Maxim  automatic 
machine  gun,  invented  in  1883,  but  only 
within  a  year  past  brought  to  a  state  of  won- 
derful and  ingenious  perfection.  It  Is  with  a 
feeling  almost  akin  to  shame  that  we  state 
that  this  gun  is  made  in  England,  although 
the  inventor  is  American.  It  is,  as  its  name 
indicates,  an  automatic  machine  gun,  and 
only  requires  the  pressure  of  the  finger  on  the 
trigger  to  explode  the  first  cartridge,  and  the 
gun,  then  left  alone,  will  load  and  fire  itself 
as  long  as  cartridges  are  fed  to  it  The  gun 
proper  consists  of  an  ordinary  g^un  barrel, 
two-thirds  of  which  are  surrounded  by  a  cas- 
ing of  metal  in  which  water  is  automatically 
injected  by  each  discharge  of  tho  barreL  By 
means  of  this  casing,  or  water  jacket,  it  is 
impossible  to  overheat  the  gun  by  firing. 

The  remaining  third  is  surrounded  by  a  steel 
case  of  rectangular  shape,  inside  of  which  is 
the  mechanism  for  operating  the  gun.  This 
mechanism  consists  of  a  main  spring,  tum- 
bler, sears,  and  firing  pin,  similar  to  those 
used  in  the  old  fashioned  pistoL  In  addition 
Is  the  lever,  which,  when  the  gun  Is  fired,  is 
thrown  into  action  by  the  recolL  The  ar- 
rangement is  at  once  set  in  motion — the 
empty  shell  withdrawn,  a  new  cartridge  in- 
serted, the  breech  closed,  a  cartridge  fired, 
and  a  certain  quantity  of  water  admitted 
into  the  water  jacket.  The  cartridges  are 
placed  in  pockets  on  a  belt  Each  belt  con- 
tains 883  of  these  pockets,  and  two  or  more 
belts  may  be  joined  together.  The  end  of  tho 
belt  is  introduced  in  the  breech  casing,  and 
the  finger  presse<l  on  the  trigger  to  fire  the 
first  cartridge,  after  which  the  gun  may  be 
left  alone,  and  the  automatic  action  set  in 
motion  by  the  recoil  fires  the  rest  As  the 
recoil  is  but  three-quarters  of  an  inch,  some 
idea  may  be  had  of  the  wonderful  ingenuity 
of  the  gun  by  considering  that  it  will  Are  tho 
666  cartridges  of  the  double  belt  in  a  Uttla 
over  a  minut<>,  or  at  the  rate  of  ten  a  second ; 
In  other  words,  it  requires  but  one-tenth  ot  a 
second  to  load  the  gun,  fire  a  cartridge, 
throw  out  the  empty  shell  and  put  in  a  full 
one. 

Again,  the  recoil  of  the  gun  does  another 
work.  Over  tho  casing  is  a  small  tank  of 
water,  and  at  each  discharge  of  the  gun  a 
small  quantity  of  cool  water  Is  injected  from 
the  cistern  into  the  water  jacket,  and  after 
tho  heat  of  tho  gun  has  risen  suflBoiently,  the 
water  escapes  In  the  form  of  steam  from  two 
little  apertures  at  the  front  end  of  the  jackets 
The  cartrldgo  contains  from  70  to  00  grains 
of  powder,  and  the  heat  evolved  in  the  dis- 
charge of  one  cai'trldge  is  sufficient  to  raise 
the  temperature  of  tha  water  at  the  rate  of 
1^  degs.  Fahrenheit  per  pound.  And  {as 
much  heat  is  required  to  melt  four  pounds  of 
iron  as  is  necessary  to  evaporate  five  poimds 
of  water,  it  can  be  seen  from  this  what  an 
effectual  absorbent  of  heat  is  tho  water  jacket, 
and  in  fact  it  requires  the  discharge  of  1,000 
cartridges  before  thg  water  it  heated  sufll- 
ciently  to  cause  steam  to  make  its  appear- 
ance. The  rate  of  flro  is  regulated  by  means 
of|a  quadrant  graduated  from  200  up  to  700. 
—Lieut  William  K.  Hamilton  in  The- Cen- 
tury.

Yet  what 
is  the  lesson  tbt^  history  of  that  war  teaches 
nst  All  those  whose  names  will  bo  forever 
rememlierod  in  connection  with  it  by  the 
English  spetiking  race  throughout  the  world 
wore  educated  soMlers.  Lee  and  Grant, 
Stonewall  Jackson.  Sherman.  McCleUan, 
Sheridan,  Longstnjot,  Johnston,  Hill,  and  a 
host  of  othor>,  whose  names  are  and  will 
long  bo  household  words  in  their  own  states, 
were  all  graduates  of  West  Point,  that  most 
excellent  of  mllitaiy  colleges. 

One  of  the  greatest  men  of  that  excited  and 
memorable  time  wa.s  Abraham  Lincoln,  a 
shrewd,  clear  headed  man  of  business,  of  very 
great  natural  ability  and  quick  apprehension, 
possessing,  too,  a  keen  insight  Into  human 
character  and  end<3wed  with  a  splendid 
patriotism.  -Ml  tho  best  qiiaUties  ho  possessed 
are  indispensable  to  the  general,  but  ho  knew 
nothing  of  war  or  of  the  soldier's  science. 
Can  hia  most  ardent  admirer  imagine  for  one 
moment  that,  had  bo  been  pitchforked  into 
the  command  of  any  of  tho  northern  armies 
ho  would  have  succeeded?  Can  it  be  sup- 
posed for  a  moment  that  our  greatest  of 
artists,  instinct  though  ho  was  with  ortistlo 
genius  from  his  birth,  could  ever  have  pro- 
duced any  gi-oat  picture  bad  chance  made 
him  in  early  life  a  vicar  or  a  doctor?  It  can- 
not be  too  forcibly  impressed  upon  all  who 
aspire  to  high  military  positions  that  no 
amount  of  inborn  genius,  unless  accom- 
panied by  deep  and  thoughtful  study,  can 
over  secure  thom  success. — Gen.  Wolseley  in 
Fortnightly  Review. 


Valae  of  tho  World's  Railroads. 

Tho  railroads  of  the  world  aro  today  worth 
from  twenty-Ove  to  thirty  thousand  million 
doUars.  This  probably  represents  one-tenth  of 
the  total  wealth  of  civilized  nations,  and  one- 
quarter,  if  not  one-third,  of  their  invested 
capitaL  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  aggregato 
plant  used  iu  oil  manufacturing  industries 
can  equal  it  in  value.  The  capital  engaged 
in  banking  is  but  a  trifle  beside  it.  The 
world's  whole  stock  of  money  of  every  kind, 
gold,  silver  and  paper,  would  purchase  only 
a  third  of  its  railroad. 

iSbt  these  facts  by  no  means  measure  the 
who|e  importance  of  tho  railroad  in  the  mod- 
cm  Industrial  sj-stem.  The  business  methods 
of  today  aro  in  one  sense  the  direct  results  of 
improved  means  of  transport.-xtlon.  Tho 
railroad  enables  the  larj;e  establishment  to 
reach  the  markets  of  the  world  with  its  prod- 
nets;  it  enables  tho  large  cities  to  receive  their 
food  supplies,  if  necessary,  from  a  distance  of 
hundreds  or  thousands  of  miles.  And  whilo 
It  thus  favors  the  concentration  of  capital,  it 
is  in  itself  an  extreme  type  of  this  concen- 
tration. Almost  every  distinctive  feature  of 
modem  business,  whether  good  or  bad,  finds 
in  railroad  history  at  once  its  chief  cause  and 
its  fullest  development— Scribner's.

The  Earth's  Ancient  Vegetation. 

Remains  from  coal  beds  prove  that  the 
ferns,  of  which  several  thousand  species  aro 
known,  constituted  a  very  important  part  of 
tho  earth's  earlier  vegetation.  They  are 
still  abundant,  especially  in  moist  tropical 
regions.

Several  taams  are  at  work  on  Superior 
taking '.up  the  dirt  and  refuse  from  the 
pavements. 

The  Democrats  have  begun  paying  elec- 
tion bets  and  hat  stores  and  tailor  shops 
are  unusually  busy. 

Railroad  travel  is  picking  up  consider- 
ably, now  that  election  is -over,  and  the 
ticket  offices  are  busy. 

St.  Louis  county's  solid  Republican  vote 
should  give  her  a  respectable  representative 
in  future  conventions. 

Work  will  soon  be  begun  on  a  $2,500  Con- 
gregational church  building  at  Grffcsy  Point. 
H9v.  C.  C.  Salter  will  be  in  charge. 

Local  postal  authorities  are  now  con- 
sidering the  question  of  hanging  out  a  "to 
rent"  sign  in  front  of  their  baliwick. 

Isn't  it  time  that  the  Democratic  and 
Prohibition  flags  were  hauled  down  from 
their  prominent  position  over  Superior 
street. 

The  new  Odd  Fellows'  hall  on  Lake  av- 
enue is  conceded  to  be  architecturally  one 
of  the  finest,  if  not  the  finest,  structure  in 
the  city. 

J.  H.  Steenerson  and  Olaf  Stenson  have 
formed  a  partnership  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  a  real  estate  and  insurance 
business. 

Miss  Noltes  kindergarden  closes  to-mor- 
row night.  On  Monday  next  she  will  com- 
mence a  class  for  children  of  seven  and 
eight  years  ot  age. 

There  was  a  collision  of  two  heavily 
loaded  freights  on  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
early  last  evening.  But  little  damage  other 
than  to  a  few  cars  resulted. 

Work  for  grading  First  street  near  ^First 
avenue  west  is  getting  along  very  slow. 
The  contractors  have  not  relaid  the  cross 
walk  taken  up  a  week  ago. 

The  numerous  buildings  all  over  the  city 
Btill  continue  to  go  up.  Duluth's  improve- 
ments in  this  the  year  1888  will  prove  a 
surprise  to  many  Duluthians. 

On  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  track  used  by 
the  Short  Line,  new  steel  rails  of  seventy 
pounds  to  the  yard  are  being  put  down.

Among  those  things  mostly 
needing  agitation  is  the  building  inspector 
ordinance. 

A  correspondent  who  telegraphed  from 
Duluth  election  day  that  "Duluth  was  ex- 
tensively cutting  Merriam,"  was  badly  off 
iu  his  report  judging  the  results  from  the 
total  majorities. 

The  log  cabin  that  was  drawn  through 
the  streets  as  part  of  the  Republican  par- 
ade of  Saturday  has  been  in  retirement 
since  that  time  to  be  ready  for  a  parade  of 
victory  next  Saturday.

Donald  was  intervivwed  yesterday  on  the 
subject  of  the  elections  in  the  United  States. 
He  said: 

"I  cannot  tell  the  cause  which  won 
the  election  for  Mr.  fHarrison.  As  to  the 
Inter-national  difficulty,  President  Cleve- 
land remains  in  power  until  March  next, 
and  what  course  he  will  adopt  I  can- 
not say.  I  have  no  reaaon  to  be- 
lieve that  the  Republicans  are  hostile  to 
Canada.  They  favor  a  protective  tariff, 
not  unlike  our  own.  Thers  b  no  great  ur- 
gency in  settling  the  fisheries  question. 
The  fishing  season  is  over  for  this  year  and 
operations  will  not  be  resumed  until  next 
year.  The  treaty  negotiated  last  year  is 
dead.  It  was  rejected  by  the  United  States 
senate,  not  by  the  Canadians.  Of  course, 
if  negotiations  were  resumed,  a  new  treaty 
could  be  framed  on  the  same  terms.  At 
any  rate,  all  negotiations  will  have  to  be 
commenced  anew,  but  I  cannot  forget  that 
the  Waehiapton  treaty  of  1873  was  nego- 
tiated by  a  Republican  President,  with  a 
Republiras  majorHy  in  tbeetiDate.  Are  wa 
not  therefore  to  suppose  that  the  Republi- 
cans will  manifest  in  1889  the  same  spirit 
which  actuated  them  in  1872?

CURB  NOTES. 

The  Daily  Stockholder  says:  Wall  street 
had  a  great  time  tor  ont  day  over  the  re- 
sult of  the  election — then  it  will  have  a  wild 
sort  of  a  time  the  second  day.  The  third 
day  it  will  begin  to  study  railroad  earn- 
ings, wonder  what  London  is  going  to  do, 
and  try  to  figure  out  what  the  bank  state- 
ment will  be.  In  this  WAy  the  active  forces 
of  the  street  will  undergq  a  gradual  evolu- 
tion, the  election  will  be  forgotten  as  a 
speculative  factor,  and  the  market  will 
have  to  stand  on  ita  financial  bottom  in- 
stead of  upon  the  political  one.  In  its  own 
time  politics  is  all  powerful,  but  an  election 
knocks  it  out,  and  people  then  care  littU 
about  it — until  the  next  time. 

Henry  Clews  on  the  election:  "The  elec- 
tion having  resulted  in  favor  of  the  Repub- 
lican candidate  will  doubtless  be  favorably 
received  in  manufacturing  and  trade  circles, 
and  will  tend  to  stlmulata  bueaness,  as  it 
removes  the  apprehension  generally  felt  in 
such  quarters  of  disturbances  in  values 
largely  due  to  the  imaginary  tear  ot  serious 
tariff  changes.  Those  engaged  in  such  pur- 
suits will  doubtless  now  be  willing  to  take 
the  necessary  risk  ot  stocking  up  with 
goods  ahead  of  immediate  wants.  Such 
purchases  since  the  tariff  agitation  have 
been  from  hand  to  mouth  and  confined  in 
the  main  to  a  retail  character.

than  a  fortnight  ago.  The  price  of  patents 
has  again  been  reduced  25  cents  per  barrel, 
but  it  has  had  little  effect  in  inducing  buy- 
ers to  take  hold  and  there  is  great  difficulty 
in  securing  barrels  to  hold  the_  crop.  A 
large  part  nuiijt  now  be  packed  in  barrels 
as  the  export  sack  trade  is  almost  nothing. 

The  small  business  at  all  receiving  points 
this  we«?k  rather  points  toward  a  reduction 
of  a  few  hundred  thousand  in  the  visible 
next  Monday.  The  same  date  last  year 
showed  an  ^increaHe  of  about  2,000,000 
bushels,  and  next  week's  report,  will  put 
this  year  much  behind  last.  Undoubtedly 
election  week  had  something  to  do  with  the 
small  lecpipts  of  the  week  but  certainly  not 
all  acd  the  short  rr  .p  is  beginning  to  make 
itself  felt  everywhere.

B"Hello,  old  chap,  how's  the  healthr 

"First  rate,  only  I've  got  a  cold." 

"Drink  rock  and  rye.    That'll  Cs  you  up." 

Quarter  of  an  hour  later  I  mot  Deacon , 

an  old  friend  of  my  father'a  "Got  a  cold, 
eh?"  said  the  deacon  in  answer  to  tho  usual 
inquiry  for  tho  health.  "Well,  my  boy,  when 
you  go  home  to-night  soak  your  feet  in  hot 
water,  drink  four  or  five  glasses  of  hot  lemon- 
ade, roll  yourself  up  in  half  a  dozen  bbmketa, 
and  you  will  wake  up  a  new  man."  A  little 
later  and  another  friend  declared  cod  liver 
oil  and  whisky  were  sure  to  bring  me  instant 
relief,  and  still  another  advised  me  to  go  live 
In  a  'Turkish  bath  for  a  week  and  have  myself 
rubbed  down  every  morning  with  alcohoL 
All  amateur  physicians,  but  all  with  a  sure 
euro.

DUpoaltlon  of  City 
The  terrible  prevalence  of  ysUow  £•▼«■  In 
Florida  has  naturally  direofead  tlw  attlttrwi 
of  the  country  to  sanitary  subjMts.  Jjdooc 
others  the  destruction  of  town  rcCuas  Is  baiac 
discussed  by  municipid  autborttiBa  tbroogb- 
out  the  land.  With  tba  Inereaa*  of  papiu*- 
tion  there  is  an  Increase  in  the  nnmber  of 
town  water  works,  and  the  pollution  of  fresh 
water  streams  by  making  them  the  depository 
of  garbage  and  other  refuse  filth  beoonaes  a 
serious  matter.  Next  to  pure  water  there  Is 
nothing  more  important  to  a  municipality 
than  the  satisfactory  disposal  of  th«  refuse. 
If  garbage  cannot  be  safely  and  conveni- 
ently thrown  into  the  water,  as  i»  very  sal- 
dom  the  case,  even  New  York  with  her  oari- 
valed  facilltlee  In  this  respect,  haTiay 
difficulty  in  dumping  hers  so  far  out  at  sMt 
that  wind  and  tide  will  not  bring  much  of  it 
back  again  to  the  shore;  or  If  btirying  it,  as 
Rochester  does  the  garbage  from  the  area 
drained  by  her  water  supply,  is  Inconvenient 
or  too  expensive,  then  cremation  would  seem 
to  be  the  only  alternative. 

For  this  method  we  have  a  precedent  of 
high  antiquity,  as  the  refuse  of  the  tsmpl»  of 
Jerusalem,  and  probably  that  of  the  whole 
city,  was  consumed  by  fire  in  the  adjoining 
Valley  of  Gehenna  3,000  years  ago.  Garbage 
cremation  has  not  as  yet  passed  the  expsn- 
mental  age  in  this  country,  efforts  to  this  «nd 
at  Pittsburg  and  Milwaukee  not  having 
proved  wholly  satisfactory.  The  matbar  is 
attracting  great  attention  in  Kmland,  and 
"destructors"  are  either  in  actual  or  ezparl- 
mental  operation  at  Manchester,  Binning 
ham,  Glasgow.  Blackford,  Leeds  sod  a  aoora 
of  other  important  points  that  I  ham  toea 
enumerated!  The  domsstio  destrootioa  by 
fire  of  garbage  is  not  satisfactory,  as  stoves 
are  not  constructed  to  that  end.  To  oy 
mind,  the  question  of  the  cremation  of  the 
refuse  of  cities  and  towns  is  of  nmoh  mors 
yitel  importanoe  at  this  time  than  tbfS«r»- 
matlonof  the  dead. — Commiaslaaer  tkidlay 
in  Globe- Democrat

Property  owners  on  the  lower  side  of 
Fourth  street  between  8ixth  and  Tenth 
avenues  west  asked  for  a  sidewalk.

Garfield  avenue  and 
Twentythird  avenue  weat  were  ordered 
graveled  betwoeu  Michigan  and  Superior 
atreets.  It  was  voted  to  inspect  West 
Michigan  street  to  see  what  can  be  done 
towarl  making  it  passiable.  Several  hy- 
drants were  ordered  and  the  council  ad- 
journed. 

Tha  Northwest's  Opiulon 
In  the  Northwest  Ma^^azine  for  Novem- 
ber appears  a  lon^  boom  article  on  Su- 
perior, well  illustrated.  Editorially  Mr. 
Bmalley,  editor  of  the  Magazine  says:  The 
article  on  Superior  in  the  present 
Dumbor  of  the  Northwest  will  no 
doubt  cause  many  readers  to  ask. 
What  of  Superior's  big  and  fa- 
mous uei|;hbor,  Daluth?  Is  Daluth  also 
frrowini;  and  prospering  T  I  visited  the 
Zenith  City  last  month  to  observe  the 
changes  of  a  year.  They  are  many  and 
striking.  A.  new  business  street  for  storage 
and  wholesale  trade  has  been  opened  be- 
tween Superior  street  and  the  bay  and  a 
nnmber  of  large  blocks  erected 
upon  it.  Superior  street  has  undergone 
a  remarkable  transformation,  with  its 
cedar  block  pavement  and  its  many  new 
business  structures.  Several  of  the  cross 
atreets  and  lateral  streets  have  been  grad- 
ed without  regard  to  the 
coat  of  rock-oatting  on  the  hill- 
aide.  At  the  east  end  of  the  city  a  hand- 
some residence  quarter  has  been  built  np, 
and  at  the  west  end  the  cove  between  the 
hills  and  the  Bay  of  St.  Louis  is  full  of 
new  streets,  new  dwellings  and  new  storep. 
Rapid  transit  trains  now  run  from  Oneota, 
at  the  extreme  west  end,  to  Lester  Fark, 
8  new  suburb  at  the  extreme  east  eud,  the 
distance  being  about  eight  miles.  Dnluth 
now  has  the  right  to  claim  38,000 
inhabitants.  Only  six  yeari  ago,  when  I 
first  saw  the  place,  it  required  an  active 
imaginati  jn  to  credit  the  claim  of  6,000 
then  made  for  it.  There  were  plenty  of 
akeptics  then  who  said  i*.\  never  could  be 
much  of  a  plaoe,an7way;tbat  it  bad  no  sap- 
porting  country  and  nothing  to  live  on 
but  the  transhipment  of  wheat  and  coal. 
Yet  the  Dulnth  of  today  ia  but  an  infant 
compared  to  what  the  Dnluth  of  ten  years 
hence  will  be. 

There  is  a  plan  on  foot,  mnoh  favored  in 
Dnluth,  to  bridge  the  bay  of  Superior 
from  Rice's  Point  to  .Minnesota  Point. 
Naturally  this  is  vigorously  opposed  by 
Superior  people  and  Wisconsin  repre 
sentatives  in  congress.  This  controversy 
reealls  the  old  quarrel  between 
the  two  towns,  and  the  two  states, 
growing  out  of  the  digging  of  the  canal  in 
1871.  Superior  claimed  that  thin  artificial 
entrance  diverted  the  outflow  of  the  St. 
Louis  river.  To  obviate  this,  Daluth  con- 
•tracted  a  dike  from  Rice's  Point  to  Min 
neaota  Point,bat  it  was  not  a  success. 
Wisconsin  took  up  the  contest  and  carried 
it  to  the  Supreme  court  but  was  beaten, 
Senator  C.  E.  Davis  being  Duluth's  at- 
torney. Finally  there  was  a  compromise. 
The  dike  was  destroyed  and  the  Northern 
Pacific,  which  had  aided  iu  both  dike  and 
oanal  built  a  line  from  Dulnth  to  Superior.

After  a  long  ramblo  through  thosQ 
mate  vestiges  of  the  ancient  civilization  of 
the  Pharaohs,  we  had  all  stretched  ourselves 
on  the  warm  sand  that  the  winds  of  the  desert 
had  heaped  among  the  stones,  and  each  one 
seemed  to  have  given  himself  up  to  his  own 
special  reveries.  De  Thoa,  whom  a  fortu- 
nate chance  had  added  to  our  little  com- 
pany on  the  shores  of  the  Nile  when  he  was 
making  his  flual  preparations  for  a  voyage 
through  the  country  of  the  Gallaa,  had  just 
come  up  to  join  us  as  he  had  promised.  Ami 
it  was  he — this  dauntless  explorer  of  regions 
hitherto  unknown;  this  tall,  powerfully 
built  fellow,  six  feet  in  his  Moorish  sandals 
of  red  leather,  whose  superb  figure  and 
proud  bearing  indicated'no  ordinary  degree 
of  energy,  courage  and  daring,  who  was 
openly  confessing  to  having  been  overcome 
by  fear  at  least  once  in  his  life.  It  was  cer- 
tainly very  strange,  to  say  the  least  of  it. 

He  slowly  seated  himself  on  a  ruined  col- 
umn half  buried  in  the  sand,  and  as  if  the 
recollection  of  this  adventure  overcame  him 
still,  he  b^an  to  relate  it  to  us.  All  the  sur- 
roundings were  wonderfully  in  harmony  with 
bJs  narrative.  Beliind  us,  the  majestic  chaos 
of  ruins;  masses  of  marble  jet  black,  and 
milky  white,  aud  aroimd  us  the  silence  of 
that  vast  stretch  of  sand,  only  broken  by  the 
distant  howl  of  the  jackal  and  the  hou  hou  of 
theowL 

I  had  just  been  through  the  whole  Turco- 
Russian  campaign  in  Asla'Minor,  and  many  a 
time  had  fought  side  by  side  with  my  friends 
the  Georgians  and  the  Kourdes.  As  soon  as  the 
war  was  ended  I  stopped  for  a  time  in  Bay- 
azed.  One  day,  I  do  not  know  why,  this 
Colossus  of  the  Caucasus,  whose  snowy  sum- 
mit rose  before  me,  and  on  which  I  had  been 
gazing  incessantlj-,  seemed  to  exercise  a  per- 
fect fascination  over  me,  and  I  determined 
then  and  there  to  make  the  ascent.  I  have 
always  been  apt  to  yield  to  sudden  impulsea. 
I  hurried  to  the  pasha,  governor  of  the  town, 
to  communicate  my  intention  and  ask  bis  ad- 
vice. 

"Do  not  attempt  it,"  he  said.  "That 
mountain  Is  haunted  by  evil  spirits;  the  Agri- 
Dagb  devours  the  impious  who  dare  to  tread 
the  green  turf  on  its  sides.  But  I  know  you, 
M.  de  Thon,  and  you  never  wiU  give  up'thls 
wild  idea.  If  you  will  go,  choose  twenty  of 
my  best  horsemen  as  an  escort ;  they  wiU  ac- 
company you  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  if 
you  desire  it,  but  not  the  boldest  among  them 
would  venture  to  set  his  foot  on  the  side  of 
the  'Mother  of  the  World,'  from  whose  black 
rocks  even  the  birds  flee  in  terror."  I  had 
already  in  my  service  the  Albanian  whom 
you  have  all  seen  on  board  my  "dahabieh," 
and  who  would  follow  me  into  the  very  jaws 
of  death.  One  day  when  his  body  was  about 
to  swing  from  the  gibbet  for  one  of  those 
Innumerable  peccadilloes  which  cost  u  man's 
life  la  time  of  war,  I  had  interceded  for 
him  and  obtained  his  pardon.  He  swore 
eternal  gratitude,  aud  has  shown  himself 
ready  to  prove  it  by  the  willingness  with 
which  he  has  accompanied  me  in  my 
perilous  wanderings  to  the  center  of  Africa. 
So  I  determined  to  start  with  All,  and 
after  a  rough  ride  we  reached  the  foot 
of  Mount  Ararat  The  chief  of  the  escort, 
who  had  frequently  shaken  his  head  in  an 
ominous  manner  as  we  rode  along,  now 
quitted  us  without  uttering  a  word  to  wait 
our  return  near  Nakhitchevan,  and  we  were 
left  entirely  cdone.  We  iiad  brought  a  plen- 
tiful supply  of  provisions.  These  I  confided 
to  a  little  shepherd  who  was  g^uarding  his 
flock  not  far  from  us,  and  made  him  promise 
to  keep  them  for  us  and  meet  us  at  th:>  same 
place  on  our  return  in  theevening.  Then  we 
started  to  make  the  ascent.  Day  was  jtist 
breaking,  the  sky  was  pure,  the  atmosphere 
calm,  and  we  were  quite  sure  of  being  able 
to  return  by  twilight.  How  shall  I  describe 
the  ascent?  Ararat  Is  more  than  15,000 
feet  high,  and  often  as  we  camo  upon  the 
scoria  of  its  eruptions  wo  seemed  to  be  ad- 
vancing to  the  assault  of  bare  and  totter- 
ing waUs,  which  crumbled  in  fragments  at 
our  feet.  Still  we  got  along  bravely,  tri- 
umphing over  innumerable  difficulties,  and 
we  final^  drew  near  the  summit.  Neverthe- 
less, by  this  time  the  sun  had  already  passed 
ita  zenith.  During  our  journey  we  bad 
(gradually  exhausted  the  stock  of  provisioxia 
which  we  carried  in  our  pockets,  and  to  en- 
able us  to  struggle  against  the  fatigue  and 
giddiness  consequent  upon  the  ascent  we  had 
emptied  the  last  drop  in  our  gourd.  I  was 
about  to  give  the  order  to  start  on  our  re- 
txim,  when  my  Albanian,  who  for  some  min- 
utes nad  seemed  very  nervous  and  disturbed 
as  he  scanned  the  soil  closely,  suddenly  ex- 
claimed: 

"Master,  where  are  the  stonesr 

"What  atones  do  you  meanf 

"Why,  the  stones  that  we  could  see  above 
us,  from  where  we  were  standing  a  few  min- 
utes ago.  Those  on  which  Noah's  ark  rested 
during  the  deluge — where  are  they?" 

"You  are  crazy,  Ali.  Do  you  not  see  that 
they  are  covered  by  a  hundred  feet  of  snow? 
Come,  don't  stop  to  think  about  that — come, 
let  us  hurry  to  begin  our  descent,  or  night 
wUl  overtake  us,  and  I  see  clouds  gathering 
on  the  plain  below." 

"That  is  very  untortimate,"  replied  ho. 
"but  we  ought  to  be  able  to  see  those  stones. 
Woe  to  him  who  climbe  so  high  on  this 
mountain  and  fails  to  touch  with  hisjhand 
the  sacred  rock  from  whence  life  descended 
again  upon  the  earttv" 

By  this  time  a  piercing,  icy  wind  began  to 
blow. 

It  now  seem^  to  me  at  each  step  that  my 
feet  were  weigbted  down  with  hundred  pound 
weights;  there  was  a  ringing  in  our  ears,  our 
breath  came  in  qyick  gasps,  and  it  was  evi- 
dent that  we  must  descend  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible to  avoid  suffocation  from  the  rarefao- 
tion  of  the  air.  I\)r  awliile  wo  proceeded 
without  a  pause.  We  descended  the  slopes  of 
glaciers  and  stepped  over  the  ridge*  of  ob- 
sidian, shining  and  slippery  as  glass,  but  soon 
the  elouds  enveloped  us,  and  we  entirely  lost 
our  bearings.  Stumbling  along  the  steep 
ridgea  of  the  cone,  w»  continued  our  descent 
in  a  zigzag  fashion,  while  the  sun  sank 
lower  and  lower  in  th»  horizon.  Finally  we 
emerged  from  the  fog;  patches  of  snow  al- 
ternated with  masses  of  blackened  rock.  We 
were  now  in  a  ravine  which  we  were  com- 
pelled to    cross.     Suddenly   my  companion 

■topped.  "Master,  look  towards  the  center, 
on  that  table  of  granite;  there  is  some  one 
there.     Let  us  ask  him  the  way." 

I  advanced  a  few  Steps,  but  what  I  beheld 
made  the  hair  on  my  heaid  fairly  bristle  with 
horror.  Yes,  in  the  center  of  the  granite 
table  a  human  form  was  crouching  in  the 
shadow.  A  gaunt  and  hideous  old  man  three 
times  the  size  of  any  living  man.  In  his  im- 
menae  crooked  fingers  ho  clutched  a  whole 
quarter  of  a  sheep,  raw  and  bleeding,  which 
he  was  devouring.  The  blood  ran  in  streams 
along  his  bony  arms  and  dripped  upon  his 
knees.

not  give  me  time  to  do  so.  fsaw  hiita  rafs* 
his  carbine  to  his  shoulder,  and  the  report 
rang  through  the  air,  repeated  a  hundred 
times  by  the  echo  iu  the  ravine.  But  the 
specter  did  not  stir;  he  seemed  only  to  devour 
his  repast  moru  greedily  than  before. 

"Fire  again,  Ali  I  Fire  for  our  lives!"  A 
secoud  bullet  whistled  through  the  air.  I 
snatched  the  carbine  from  his  hand.  I  took 
aim^-once — twice — thrice — and  each  time  aa 
if  fascinated  I  advanced  several  paces,  as  I 
saw  that  my  bullets  met  no  resistance,  but 
went  through  empty  air.  Finally,  beside 
myself  with  terror,  I  flung  my  carbinu  to 
>ho  earth,  drew  my  saber,  and  springing  on 
<6e  first  shelf  of  the  table  rock  where  the  old 
man  was  still  seated  devouring  hii  hideous 
repast — when— oh  I  my  friend*— oh.  Heaven! 
I  shall  never  forget  the  horror  of  that  mo- 
ment— the  old  man  slowly  turned  his  head, 
his  beard  stained  with  blood,  and  fixed  on 
me  his  cavernous,  deep  set  eyes,  whose  orbits 
gleamed  like  coals  of  fire." 

Here  De  Thon,  who  seemed  to  live  over 
again  this  frightful  episode  of  his  life,  leaned 
forward  on  the  stone  pillar.  He  went 
through  the  whole  8c<ne.  His  hands  were 
clenched,  the  veins  in  his  neck  swollen  to 
bursting,  while  the  pale  moonlight  of  the 
tropics  seemed  to  magnify  hii  flgfure  and 
gestures.  In  the  silence  of  the  desert  his 
voice,  half  stifled  with  emotion,  made  us 
shudder.

wandering.  A  burning  thirst  consumed  me, 
which  I  could  only  try  to  quench  with  a  few 
bandfuls  of  melting  snow,  mixed  with  earth. 
When  I  recovered  myself  a  little,  I  con- 
cluded that  I  had  been  the  victim  of  an  hal- 
lucination induced  by  fatig^ue  and  by  the 
hunger  and  thirst  which  bad  tortured  me  for 
BO  many  hours,  and  the  horror  of  feeling 
that  we  had  lost  our  way.  But  then,  why 
should  my  faithful  Ali  have  had  the  same 
fear,  and  why  should  it  have  manifested 
itself  by  exactly  the  same  visions?  I  made 
up  my  mind  that  whatever  happened,  or 
whatever  visions  might  cross  my  path,  that 
I  would  not  betray  my  perception  of  them 
by  word  or  sign. 

Our  route  now  seemed  every  moment  to 
become  more  dreary,  gloomy  and  monoto- 
nous; we  were  utterly  worn  out;  we  went 
along  like  automatons,  stumbling  thi'ough  the 
last  gorges  which  separated  us  from  the 
plain  below,  and  from  safety.  Suddenly  we 
found  ourselves  in  the  bottom  of  a  small  ex- 
tinct crater,  and  I  saw  advancing  toward  us 
a  troop  of  horsemen.  They  were  riding  at 
full  gallop,  wheeling  abruptly  to  avoid  the 
points  of  rock,  and  sweeping  in  a  circle 
round  and  round  the  edge  of  the  crater. 
Their  horses,  white  with  foam,  bounded  over 
the  heaps  of  basalt;  thousands  of  fiery 
sparks  flew  from  their  hoofs,  and  each 
cavalier  carried  a  long,  slender  lance, 
which  was  aimed  at  me.  This  must  be  an 
haUucinatiou,  since  Ali  sees  nothing,  I  said 
to  myself,  when  suddenly  at  one  of  the  in- 
numerable charges  of  my  enemies,  Ali  drew 
his  saber  and  flung  himself  in  front  of  me  to 
cover  my  ixxly  from  the  lanca  Doubt  was 
no  longer  possible.  The  faithful  fellow  had 
been  watching  these  horsemen,  but,  like 
myself,  he  had  determined  to  say  nothing; 
but  his  devotion  had  overpowered  his  wliL 

"Save  yourself,  my  master!  Death  to  the 
Kourdes  I    Seize  your  poniard  or  we  are  lost. " 

A  blood  red  mist  passed  before  my  eyes.  I 
bounded  forward  and  struck  wildly  with  my 
dagger.  1  tried  to  defend  myself,  but  I  felt  a 
sharp,  cold  steel  pierce  my  side,  and  as  dark- 
ness came  on  I  found  myself  stretched,  ex- 
hausted and  bleeding,  on  the  plain,  with  a 
deep  wound  iu  my  side.  Who  dealt  this 
wound/  Could  I  have  done  it  myself  in  my 
efforts  at  self-defense— or  was  it  the  ven- 
geance of  the  Agri-Dah  ?  I  shall  never  know. 
But  one  thing  is  certain — while  this  scar 
throbs  in  my  flesh,  I  swear  by  the  Heaven 
that  looks  down  on  us  to-night,  that  never, 
never  more  will  I  attempt  to  set  foot  on  the 
accursed  mountain.— George  Kohniu  Detroit 
Free  Press. 

Aadlcncos  of  Soutb  America. 

"How  do  South  American  audiences  differ 
from  our  owuT'  asked  the  reporter. 

"South  American  audiences  are  very  sensi- 
tive to  the  good  and  bad  points  of  a  perform- 
ance. While  they  will  almost  go  crazy  with 
enthusiasm  over  a  great  artist,  they  are  not 
ashamed,  as  I  have  just  said,  to  show  their 
disapproval  by  vigorous  hissai,  A  peculiar 
feature  of  tho  Brazil  audiences  is  that  the 
ladies  have  a  fashion  of  promenading  in  the 
lobbies  during  the  ejitr'actes,  as  men  do  here, 
chatting  with  each  other,  and  criticising  the 
good  or  bad  points  of  a  performance.  Bra- 
zil is  an  empire  and  Montevideo  is  a  republic, 
but,  singular  enoagh,  you  see  more  soldiers 
on  duty  at  the  theatre  of  the  republic 
than  at  those  of  tho  empire.  I  sup- 
pose the  reason  of  this  is  that  Santos, 
the  late  president  of  Montevideo,  was 
shot  through  the  bead  in  the  theatre,  and 
this  has  made  the  Mbntevideans  guard  the 
theatres  very  carefully.  Every  night  before 
the  opening  of  the  door  a  body  of  100  soldiers 
files  up,  and  after  the  performance  begins 
they  are  distributed  throughout  the  house. 
Fifteen  bombeiros,  or  members  of  the  fire 
brigade,  also  appear,  and  these  are  placed 
principally  on  the  stage  to  guard  against 
danger  from  fire.  All  the  scenery,  you  see, 
is  painted  on  paper.  It  Is  done  in  Italy  and 
is  vary  beautiful  It  can  be  shipped  more 
easily  tban  canvas  scenery— you  can  carry  a 
doaen  palaces  iu  your  truuk  and  still  have 
room  for  a  collar  button — and  can  be  easily 
replaced  if  damaged  or  destroyed.  It  is 
pasted  on  canvas  after  it  gets  to  the  theatre. 
It  is,  of  com-se,  very  inflammable,  and  the 
precaution  of  having  so  many  firemen  con- 
stantly in  attendance  is  by  no  means  an  un- 
pecassary  one. — New  York  Times  Interview.

A  SPKCIAI.  MKETISO  OFTHK  CITT  COUNCIL  HELD 
LAST  MUHT  TO  TRANSACT  REODLAB  BDBl- 
NB8S. 

Eleven  atdttrmen  were  so  far  recovered 
from  <»lection  excitement  as  to  be  present 
at  the  adjoarneri  sension  of  the  council  last 
night.  The  board  of  works  opened  the  ball 
by  submitting  a  number  of  estimates  for 
work  done,  among  them  WoK  &  Truax 
$17,167,  M.H.  Fitipatrick  |S,104,  Zim- 
merniHU  <5t  Moore  $2,701,  and  other 
smaller  amounts.  They  asked  authority 
to  makt*  contract  with  the  bondsmen  of 
Jas.  Fowler  for  sewer  on  East  Second 
street, which  he  had  failed  to  fulfil.  Granted. 
The  fire  coiuniit<»ioners  asked  pormissiou 
ti)  buy  1,0<>()  bet  of  new  hose  and  requested 
ttMit  ajittrty  jtriul  ol  the  new  chemical  fire 
engine  dngfit  Ivn  had.  A  petitioa  of  Geo. 
Taylor  to  erect  a  wooden  struc- 
ture on  the  site  of  one  of  the 
burned  elevators  was  referred  to  them. 
Property  owners  on  the  lower  side  of 
Fourth  street  between  Sixth  and  Tenth 
avenues  west  asked  for  a  sidewalk. 

General  bills  were  presented  and  ordered 
paid.  The  monthly  report  of  the  pound- 
masters  showed  receipts  of  $116.  The 
monthly  report  of  thecity  treasurershowed 
receipts  as  follows:  General  fund,  $2,578, 
total,  with  cash  on  hand,  $100,921;  dis- 
bursements, $32,2.30;  permauont  improve- 
ment fund,  $74,602,  total,  with  cash  on 
hand,  $85,567,  disbursements,  $84,646; 
flredepartnient  fund.  $10,004,  total  with 
cash  on  hand.  $13,366,  disbursements, 
15,553.  Municipal  court  receipts  were 
$1,772. 

Orders  were  drawn  for  work  done  on 
both  West  End  engine  house  and  city  hall. 
As  well  as  for  sewer  assessment  for  the 
Woman's  Uome.  Garfield  avenue  and 
Twentythird  avenue  west  were  ordered 
graveled  hetwoeu  Michigan  and  Superior 
streets.  It  was  voted  to  inspect  West 
Michigan  street  to  see  what  can  be  done 
towtirJ  inaWin\{  it  passiable.  Several  hy- 
drants were  ordered  and  the  council  ad- 
journed. 

Th«  Northwest's  Opiulon 
In  the  Northwest  Ma,;azine  for  Novem- 
ber appears  a  lon>{  boom  article  on  Su- 
perior, well  illustrated.  Editorially  Mr. 
Smalley,  editor  of  the  Magazine  eays:  The 
article  on  bnperior  in  the  present 
numbor  of  the  Northwest  will  no 
doubt  cause  many  readers  to  ask, 
What  of  Superior's  big  and  fa- 
mous neighbor,  Dnlnth?  Is  Dnlnth  also 
(growing  and  prospering?  I  visited  the 
Zenith  City  last  month  to  observe  the 
obangea  of  a  year.  They  are  many  and 
striking.  .K  new  business  street  for  storage 
and  wholesale  trade  has  been  opened  be- 
tween Superior  street  and  the  bay  and  a 
number  of  large  blocks  erected 
opon  it.  Superior  street  has  undergone 
a  remarkable  transformation,  with  its 
cedar  block  pavement  and  its  many  new 
business  structures.  Several  of  the  cross 
streets  and  lateral  streets  have  been  grad- 
ed without  regard  to  the 
cost  of  rook-outting  on  the  hill- 
side- At  the  east  end  of  the  city  a  hand- 
some residence  quarter  has  been  built  up, 
and  at  the  west  end  the  cove  between  the 
hills  and  the  Bay  of  St.  Louis  is  full  of 
new  streets,  new  dwellings  and  new  store?. 
Rapid  transit  trains  now  run  from  Oneota. 
at  the  extreme  west  end,  to  Lester  Park, 
8  new  suburb  at  the  extreme  east  end,  the 
distance  being  about  eight  miles.  Dulnth 
now  has  the  right  to  claim  38,000 
inhabitants.  Only  six  yeari  ago,  when  1 
first  saw  the  pi  ace,  it  required  an  active 
imaginatiia  to  credit  the  claim  of  6,000 
then  made  for  it.  There  were  plenty  of 
ekeptioB  then  who  said  i^J  never  could  be 
much  of  a  place,anyway;that  it  had  no  sup- 
porting country  and  nothing  to  live  on 
but  the  transhipment  of  wheat  and  coal. 
Yet  the  Dnlnth  of  today  is  but  an  infant 
compared  to  what  the  Dnlnth  of  ten  years 
hence  will  be. 

There  is  a  plan  on  foot,  much  favored  in 
Dnlatb,  to  bridge  the  bay  of  Superior 
from  Rice's  Point  to  Minnesota  Point. 
Naturally  this  is  vigorously  opposed  by 
Superior  people  and  Wisconsin  repre 
sentative^  in  congress-  This  controversy 
reealls  the  old  quarrel  between 
the  two  towns,  and  the  two  states, 
growing  out  of  the  digging  of  the  canal  in 
1871.  Superior  claimed  thai  this  artificial 
entrance  diverted  the  outflow  of  the  St. 
Louis  river.  To  obviate  this,  Duloth  con- 
structed a  dike  from  Rice's  Point  to  Min 
nesota  Point,bnt  it  was  not  a  suooesa. 
Wisconsin  took  up  the  contest  and  carried 
it  to  the  Supreme  court  but  was  beaten. 
Senator  C.  K.  Davis  being  Duluth's  at- 
torney. Finally  there  was  a  compromise. 
The  dike  was  destroyed  and  the  Northern 
Pacific,  which  had  aided  in  both  dike  and 
canal  built  a  line  from  Dulnth  to  Superior.

It  was  De  Thon  who  was  speaking  to  us — 
three  of  hia  friends  who  wero  seated  with 
him  one  superb  moonlight  night  among  the 
ruins  of  the  temples  of  Karnak,  in  Upper 
Egypt.  After  a  long  rambl'3  through  those 
mute  vestiges  of  the  ancient  civilization  of 
the  Pharaohs,  we  had  all  stretched  ourselves 
on  the  warm  sand  that  the  winds  of  the  desert 
had  heaped  among  the  stones,  and  each  one 
seemed  to  have  given  himself  up  to  his  own 
special  reveries.  De  Thon,  whom  a  fortu- 
nate chance  had  added  to  our  little  com- 
pany on  the  shores  of  the  Nile  when  he  was 
making  his  flual  preparations  for  a  voyage 
through  the  country  of  the  Gallas,  had  just 
come  up  to  join  us  as  be  had  promised.  Aad 
It  was  he — this  dauntless  explorer  of  regions 
hitherto  unknown;  this  tall,  powerfully 
built  fellow,  six  feet  in  his  Moorish  sandals 
of  red  leather,  whose  superb  figure  and 
proud  bearing  indicated'no  ordinary  degree 
of  energy,  courage  and  daring,  who  was 
openly  confessing  to  having  been  overcome 
by  fear  at  least  once  in  his  life.  It  was  cer- 
tainly very  strange,  to  say  the  least  of  it. 

Ho  slowly  seated  himself  on  a  ruined  col- 
umn half  buried  in  the  sand,  and  as  if  the 
recollection  of  this  ad\-enture  overcame  him 
still,  he  began  to  relate  it  to  us.  All  the  sur- 
roundings were  wonderf  u^y  in  harmony  with 
his  narrative.  Behind  us,  the  majestic  chaos 
of  ruins;  masses  of  marble  jet  black,  and 
milky  white,  and  around  us  the  silence  of 
that  vast  stretch  of  sand,  only  broken  by  the 
distant  howl  of  the  jackal  and  the  bou  hou  of 
theowL 

I  had  just  been  through  the  whole  Turco- 
Russian  campaign  In  Asia'Minor,  and  many  a 
time  had  fought  side  by  side  with  my  friends 
the  Georgians  and  the  Kourdes.  As  soon  as  the 
war  was  ended  I  stopped  for  a  time  In  Bay- 
azed.  One  day,  I  do  not  know  why,  this 
Colossus  of  the  Caucasus,  whose  snowy  sum- 
mit rose  before  me,  and  on  which  I  had  been 
gazing  incessantly,  seemed  to  exercise  a  per- 
fect fascination  over  me,  and  I  determined 
then  and  there  to  make  the  ascent.  I  have 
always  been  apt  to  yield  to  sudden  impulses. 
I  hurried  to  the  pasha,  governor  of  the  town, 
to  communicate  my  intention  and  ask  bis  ad- 
vice. 

"Do  not  attempt  It,"  he  said.  "That 
mountain  is  haunted  by  evil  spirits;  the  Agri- 
Dagb  devours  the  impious  who  dare  to  tread 
the  green  txirf  on  its  sides.  But  I  know  you, 
M.  de  Thon,  and  you  never  wiU  give  up  this 
wild  idea.  If  you  will  go,  choose  twenty  of 
my  beet  horsemen  as  an  escort ;  they  will  ac- 
company you  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  if 
you  desire  It,  but  not  the  boldest  among  them 
would  venture  to  set  his  foot  on  the  sldo  of 
the  'Mother  of  the  World,'  from  whose  black 
rocks  even  the  birds  floe  in  terror."  I  had 
already  In  my  service  the  Albanian  whom 
you  have  all  seen  on  board  my  "dahabieh," 
and  who  would  follow  me  into  the  very  jaws 
of  death.  One  day  when  his  body  was  about 
to  swing  from  the  gibbet  for  one  of  those 
innumerable  peccadilloes  which  cost  u  man's 
life  in  time  of  war,  I  had  interceded  for 
him  and  obtained  his  pardon.  He  swore 
eternal  gratitude,  aud  has  shown  himself 
ready  to  prove  it  by  the  willingness  with 
which  he  has  axxiompanied  me  in  my 
perilous  wanderings  to  the  center  of  Africa. 
So  I  determined  to  start  with  All,  and 
after  a  rough  ride  we  reached  the  foot 
of  Mount  Ararat.  The  chief  of  the  escort, 
who  bad  frequently  shaken  his  bead  in  an 
ominous  manner  as  we  rode  along,  now 
quitted  us  without  uttering  a  wort!  to  wait 
our  return  near  Nakhitchcvau,  and  wo  were 
left  entirely  alone.  We  had  brought  a  plen- 
tiful supply  of  provisions.  These  I  confided 
to  a  little  shepherd  who  was  guarding  his 
flock  not  far  from  us,  and  made  him  promise 
to  keep  them  for  us  and  meet  us  at  th»  same 
place  on  our  return  In  theevening.  Then  we 
started  to  moke  the  ascent.  Day  was  just 
breaking,  the  sky  was  pure,  the  atmosphere 
calm,  and  we  were  quite  sure  of  being  able 
to  return  by  twilight.  How  shall  I  describe 
the  ascent?  Ararat  Is  moro  than  15,000 
feet  high,  and  often  as  we  camo  upon  the 
scoria  of  its  eruptions  wo  seemed  to  be  ad- 
vancing to  the  assault  of  bare  and  totter- 
ing walls,  which  crumbled  in  fragments  at 
our  feet.  Still  we  got  along  bravely,  tri- 
umphing over  innumerable  difficulties,  and 
we  flnali^  drew  near  the  summit.  Neverthe- 
less, by  thLs  time  the  sun  hod  already  passed 
its  zenith.  During  our  journey  we  had 
gradually  exhausted  the  stock  of  provisions 
which  we  carried  in  our  pockets,  and  to  en- 
able us  to  struggle  against  the  fatigue  and 
giddiness  consequent  upon  the  ascent  we  had 
emptied  the  last  drop  in  our  gourd.  I  was 
about  to  give  the  order  to  start  on  our  re- 
turn, when  my  Albanian,  who  for  some  min- 
utes had  seemed  very  nervons  and  disturbed 
as  he  scanned  the  soU  closely,  suddenly  ex- 
claimed: 
"Master,  where  are  the  stones f 
"What  stones  do  yon  mean!" 
"Why,  the  stones  that  we  could  see  above 
tis,  from  where  we  wore  standing  a  few  min- 
utes ago.  Those  on  whicb  Noah's  ark  rested 
during  the  deluge — where  aretheyr' 

"You  are  crazy.  All.  Do  you  not  see  that 
they  are  covered  by  a  hundred  feet  of  snowf 
Come,  don't  stop  to  think  about  that — come, 
let  us  hurry  to  begin  our  descent,  or  night 
wUl  overtake  us,  and  I  see  clouds  gathering 
on  the  plain  below." 

"That  is  very  unfortunate,"  replied  ho, 
"but  we  ought  to  be  able  to  see  those  stoneSL 
Woe  to  him  wbo  climbs  so  high  on  this 
mountain  and  fails  to  touch  with  hisjhand 
the  sacred  rock  from  whence  life  descended 
again  upon  the  earth;" 

By  this  time  a  piercing,  icy  wind  began  to 
blow. 

It  now  seemed  to  me  at  each  step  that  my 
feet  were  weighted  down  with  hundred  pound 
weights;  there  was  a  ringing  in  our  ears,  our 
breath  came  in  qyick  gasps,  and  it  was  evi- 
dent that  we  mast  descend  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible to  avoid  suffocation  from  the  rarefao- 
tion  of  the  air.  I\)r  awhile  we  proceeded 
without  a  pause.  W  e  descended  the  slopes  of 
glaciers  and  stepped  over  the  ridge*  of  ob- 
sidian, shining  and  slippery  as  glass,  but  soon 
the  clouds  enveloped  us,  and  we  entirely  lost 
our  bearings.  Bttmibling  along  the  steep 
ridges  of  the  cone,  wo  continued  our  descent 
in  a  zigzag  fashion,  while  the  sun  sank 
lower  and  lower  in  tha  horizon.  Finally  we 
emerged  from  the  fog;  patches  of  snow  al- 
ternated with  masses  of  blackened  rock.  We 
were  now  in  a  ravine  which  we  were  com- 
pelled to   cross.     Suddenly   my  companion 

stopped.  "Master,  look  towtirds  the  oenter, 
on  that  table  of  granite;  there  is  some  one 
there.     Let  us  ask  him  the  way." 

1  advanced  a  few  steps,  but  what  I  beheld 
made  the  hair  on  my  head  fairly  bristle  with 
horror.  Yes,  in  the  center  of  the  granite 
table  a  human  form  was  crouching  in  the 
stiadow.  A  gaunt  and  hideous  old  man  three 
times  the  size  of  any  living  man.  In  his  im- 
mense crooked  fingers  ho  clutched  a  whole 
quarter  of  a  sheep,  raw  aud  bleeding,  which 
he  was  devouring.  The  blood  ran  in  streama 
along  his  bony  arms  and  dripped  upon  his 
knees.  A  frightful  smile  distorted  his  face. 
It  was  evident  that  All  saw  this  gigantic 
phantom  as  well  as  myself,  for  he  haa  turned 
as  pale  as  a  sheet;  his  band  clutched  conrul- 
•iraly  the  carl»ine,  which  uatil  this  moment 
had  besa  slung  to  his  belt.

not  give  me  time  to  do  so.  fsaw  biih  rafs« 
his  carbine  to  his  shoulder,  and  the  report 
rang  through  the  air,  repeated  a  hundred 
times  by  the  echo  iu  the  ravine.  But  the 
specter  did  not  stir;  he  seemed  only  to  devour 
his  repast  more  greedily  than  before. 

"Fire  again,  Alii  Fire  for  our  lives!''  A 
Bocoud  bullet  whistled  through  the  air.  I 
snatched  the  carbine  from  his  hand.  I  took 
aim — once — twice — thrice — and  each  time  aa 
if  fascinated  I  advanced  several  paces,  as  I 
saw  that  my  bullets  met  no  resistance,  but 
went  through  empty  air.  Finally,  beside 
myself  with  terror,  I  flung  my  corbino  to 
>ho  earth,  drew  my  saber,  and  springing  on 
<6e  first  shelf  of  the  table  rock  where  the  old 
man  was  still  seated  devouring  his  hideous 
repast — when— oh  1  my  friends— oh,  Heaven  I 
I  shall  never  forget  the  horror  of  that  mo- 
ment— the  old  man  slowly  turned  his  head, 
his  beard  stained  with  blood,  and  fixed  on 
me  his  cavernous,  deep  set  eyes,  whose  orbits 
gleamed  like  coals  of  fire. " 

Here  Do  Thon,  who  seemed  to  live  over 
again  this  frightful  episode  of  his  life,  leaned 
forward  on  the  stone  pillar.  He  went 
through  the  whole  scene.  His  hands  were 
clenched,  the  veins  in  his  neck  swollen  to 
bursting,  while  the  pale  moonlight  of  the 
tropics  seemed  to  magnify  his  figure  and 
gestures.  In  the  silence  of  the  desert  his 
voice,  half  stifled  with  emotion,  mads  us 
shudder.  The  terrible  vision  seemed  actually 
to  pass  before  our  eyes. 

"Then,  my  friends,"  he  continued,  "a 
nameless  terror  froze  my  blood.  I  could  not 
meet  this  infernal  gaze,  and  I  started  down 
the  slope  at  full  speed.  Springing  over 
masses  of  stone,  wounding  mysalf  against 
jagged  points  of  rock,  while  my  faithful  and 
terrified  companion  followed  me,  invoking 
Allah  in  breathless,  incoherent  phraser  How 
long  this  flight  continued  before  we  came  to 
our  senses  I  cannot  tell.  Only  the  faint  light 
of  the  rapidly  sinking  sun  showed  us  the  in- 
extricable labyrinth  through  which  we  were 
wandering.  A  burning  thirst  consumed  me, 
which  I  could  only  try  to  quench  with  a  few 
bandfuls  of  melting  snow,  mixed  with  earth. 
When  I  recovered  myself  a  little,  I  con- 
cluded that  I  had  been  the  victim  of  an  hal- 
lucination induced  by  fatigue  and  by  the 
hunger  and  thirst  which  had  tortured  me  for 
so  many  hours,  and  the  horror  of  feeling 
that  we  had  lost  our  way.  But  then,  why 
should  my  faithful  All  have  had  the  same 
fear,  and  why  should  it  have  manifested 
itself  by  exactly  the  same  vlsionsl  I  made 
up  my  mind  that  whatever  happened,  or 
whatever  visions  might  cross  my  path,  that 
I  would  not  betray  my  peroeptioa  of  them 
by  word  or  sign. 

Our  route  now  seemed  every  moment  to 
become  more  dreary,  gloomy  and  monoto- 
nous; we  were  utterly  worn  out;  we  went 
along  like  automatons,  st\miblingthi-oughthe 
last  gorges  which  separated  us  from  tha 
plain  below,  and  from  safety.  Suddenly  we 
found  ourselves  in  the  bottom  of  a  small  ex- 
tinct crater,  and  I  saw  advancing  toward  us 
a  troop  of  horsemen.  They  were  riding  at 
full  gallop,  wheeling  abruptly  to  avoid  the 
points  of  rock,  and  sweeping  in  a  circle 
round  and  round  the  edge  of  the  crater. 
Their  horses,  white  with  foam,  bounded  over 
the  heaps  of  basalt;  thousands  of  fiery 
sparks  flew  from  their  hoofs,  and  each 
cavalier  can-led  a  long,  slender  lance, 
which  was  aimed  at  me.  This  must  be  an 
hallucination,  sinco  All  sees  nothing,  I  said 
to  myself,  when  suddenly  at  one  of  the  in- 
numerable charges  of  my  enemies,  All  drew 
his  saber  and  flung  himself  iu  front  of  me  to 
cover  my  body  from  the  lance.  Doubt  was 
no  longer  possible.  The  faithful  fellow  had 
been  watching  these  horsemen,  but,  like 
mjrself,  he  had  determined  to  say  nothing; 
but  his  devotion  had  overpowered  his  will 

"Save  yourself,  my  master  I  Death  to  the 
Kourdes  I    Seize  your  poniard  or  we  are  lost. " 

A  blood  red  mist  passed  before  my  eyes.  I 
bounded  forward  and  struck  wildly  with  my 
dagger.  1  tried  to  defend  mywlf ,  but  I  felt  a 
sharp,  cold  steel  pierce  my  side,  and  as  dark- 
ness came  on  I  found  myself  stretched,  ex- 
hausted and  bleeding,  on  the  plain,  with  a 
deep  wound  iu  my  side.  Who  dealt  this 
wound?  Could  I  have  done  it  myself  iu  my 
efforts  at  self-defense — or  was  it  the  ven- 
geance of  the  Agri-Dah  1  I  shall  never  know. 
But  one  thing  is  certain — while  this  scar 
throbs  iu  my  flesh,  I  swear  by  the  Heaven 
that  looks  down  on  us  to-night,  that  never, 
never  more  will  I  attempt  to  set  foot  on  the 
accvirsed  mountain.— George  Kohn  iu  Detroit 
Free  Press. 

Audiences  of  South  America. 

"How  do  youth  American  audience's  differ 
from  our  own  r  asked  the  reporter. 

"South  American  audiences  are  very  sensi- 
tive to  the  good  and  bod  points  of  a  perform- 
ance. "While  they  will  almost  go  crazy  with 
enthusiasm  over  a  great  artist,  they  are  not 
ashamed,  as  I  have  just  said,  to  show  their 
disapproval  by  vigorous  hisses.  A  peculiar 
feature  of  the  Brazil  audiences  is  that  the 
ladies  have  a  fashion  of  promenading  iu  the 
lobbies  during  the  entr'actes,  as  men  do  here, 
chatting  with  each  other,  and  criticising  the 
good  or  bad  points  of  a  performance.  Bra- 
zil is  an  empire  and  Montevideo  is  a  republic, 
but,  singular  enoagh,  you  see  more  soldiers 
on  duty  at  the  theatre  of  the  republic 
than  at  those  of  the  empire.  I  sup- 
pose the  reason  of  this  is  that  Santoe, 
the  late  presideut  of  Montevideo,  was 
shot  through  tbo  head  in  the  theatre,  and 
this  has  made  the  Mbntevideans  guard  the 
theatres  very  carefully.  Every  night  before 
the  opening  of  the  door  a  body  of  100  soldiers 
files  up,  and  after  the  {performance  begins 
they  are  distributed  throughout  the  hous& 
Fifteen  bombeiros,  or  members  of  the  fire 
brigade,  also  appear,  and  these  are  placed 
principally  on  the  stage  to  guard  against 
danger  from  fire.  All  the  scenery,  you  see, 
is  painted  on  paper.  It  is  done  iu  Italy  and 
is  very  beautiful.  It  can  be  shipped  more 
easily  tban  cauvas  scenery— you  can  carry  a 
doaen  palaces  iu  your  trunk  and  still  have 
room  for  a  collar  button — and  can  be  easily 
replaced  if  damaged  or  destroyed.  It  is 
pasted  on  cauvas  after  it  gets  to  the  theatre. 
It  is,  of  course,  very  inflammable,  aud  the 
precaution  of  having  so  many  firemen  con- 
stantly in  attendance  is  by  no  means  an  un- 
necossary  one.— Now  York  Times  Interview.

Nine  Were  Killed  and   Pifteen  Badly 

Injured  Names  of  the 

Deceased. 

RocBKSTKS,  N.  Y.  Nov.  10.— Last  even- 
ing's fire  was  the  worst  that  «ver  oecured 
in  this  city.  At  least  122  lives  were  lost 
and  twenty  injured.  The  pecuniary  loss 
will  amount  to  $260,000.  An  alarm  was 
sounded  at  7:30  and  the  department  was 
soon  at  the  scene.  At  that  time  little  fire 
could  be  seen  from  the  outside.  The  build- 
ing was  approachable  only  on  one  side  and 
the  firemen  had  only  a  narrow  alley  to 
work  in.  The  building  stood  on  the  edge  o 
the  upper  falls  ot  Genesee  river;  these  falls 
are  ninety  feet  high.  When  the  firemen  ar- 
rived the  windows  on  the  street  side  of  the 
building  were  filled  with  men  calling 
tor  help.  There  were,  sixty-five  men  in 
danger.  The  firemen  answered  telling  them 
not  to  jump,  that  they  would  soon  be  res- 
cued but  the  men  paid  no  attention  to  the 
encouraging  cries  and  soon  the  air  was 
filled  with  falling  human  bodies.  At  least 
twenty  men  jumped  trom  the  third  story 
and  all  of  them  were  more  or  less  injured. 
They  were  at  once  taken  to  the  hospitals. 
Four  of  them  died  of  their 
injuries  before  they  could 

be  removed.  The  names  were— John  Gall, 
fireman  of  the  works;  Joseph  Douser, 
.Joseph  Webber,  Henry  Snyder  and  C.  A. 
Ochs.  There  are  twenty-one  missing  men. 
It  is  supposed  that  all  the  missing  men  are 
dead  and  in  the  ruins.  It  is  reported,  at 
10  a.  m.,  that  ten  more  bodies  have  been 
found  in  the  ruins.

The  St  Paul  Dispatch  is  .booming  Oush- 
man  K.Davis  for  a  cabinet  position.  If 
Harri.son  sbonld  choose  Minnesota's  jun- 
ior senator  aa  one  of  his  cabinet  advisers 
there  would  be  room  for  another  of  Min- 
nesota's statesmen  in  the  United  States 
senate. 


Much  regret  will  be  felt  that  Mrs.  Cleve- 
land will  no  longer  be  the  lady  of  the  White 
House.  Her  successor,  however,  is  a  fine 
type  of  American  womanhood  and  it  will 
be  but  a  short  time  before  she  will  be  as 
popular  as  handsome  Mrs.  Cleveland. 


The  freedom  of  the  city  is  extended  to 
everybody  tonight,  so  let  every  one — Dem- 
ocrats and  liepublicnns — make  the  best  of 
it.  A  large  majority  of  this  community 
have  good  cause  to  rejoice  and  the  minor- 
ity onght  to  throw  aside  their  melancholy 
for  tonight,  at  least,  and  join  in  the 
jobileo. 


Minnesota's  political  interest  will  now 
center  upon  the  coming  senatorial  contest. 
There  is  plenty  of  excellent  senatorial 
timber  in  the  state.  D.  M.  Sabin,  the 
present  incumbent,  will  make  a  strong  ef- 
fort to  succeed  himself.  W.  D.  Washburne 
is  also  prominently  mentioned  and  if  he 
makes  a  canvass  of  the  state  will  prove  a 
formidable  candidate.  Gov.  Mernam  is 
also  mentioned  as  a  senatorial  possibility 
and  it  is  not  improbable  that  he  will  cap- 
ture the  prize  if  he  sets  out  to  do  so. 


This  is  the  kind  of  a  tariff  reformer,  the 
St.  Panl  Globe  is.  It  says:  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Democratic  office  holders 
will  show  a  better  spirit  than  the  Repub- 
lican officials  did  four  years  ago,  and  will 
not  be  holding  on  to  offices  they  are  not 
entitled  to  hold  until  they  are  kicked  out. 
On  the  4th  of  next  March  the 
Democrats  in  office  should 

step  ont  in  a  body,  not  particu- 
larly because  the  spoils  belong  to  the  vic- 
tors, but  from  that  sense  of  self-respect  by 
which  gentlemen  should  always  be  guided .

The  poor  News  is  havmg  a  sorry  time  of 
it  trying  to  justify  the  course  it  pursued 
in  the  campaign.  Even  now  it  repudiates 
the  platform  adopted  by  the  Chicago  con- 
vention, and  terms  itself  the  conscience 
of  the  Republican  party.  President  Elect 
Harrison  and  Vice  President  Elect  Morton 
endorsed  the  Chicago  plat-form  without 
reserve  and  promised  to  carry  out  the 
principles  embodied  in  it  to  the  letter  in 
care  of  their  election .  The  News  now 
professe.^  to  believe  that  they  were  hasty 
and  :hat  they  will  not  keep  their  promises. 
If  the  News  really  'did  support 
Harrison  and  Morton,         which 

few  Republicans  believe,  it 

did  it  for  personal  reasons.  The  prin- 
ciples it  advocated  were  thoee  |of  Grover 
Cleveland  and  it  was  in  favor  of  bringing 
abont  certain  legislation  by  electing  men 
to  office  who  were  opposed  to  that  legisla- 
tion.
